Mrs. Drayton Denies Responsibil-| 
ity for London’s Latest Scandal, 


She Refuses to Make an Explanation of 
Het Husband’s Conduct. 


IF HE “HAS MADE A FOOL OF, RIMSELF 
THAT IS HIS AFFAIR.” 


Mrs. William Astor, the Disgraced Wife’s 
Mother, Said’to Side With Her Son-in- 
Law-—Convinced That Her Daughter 
Has Wronged Him—The Duke de Mor- 
ney on the Ethics of the Oode—Waiting 
for the Majestic, 


LonpoN, March 19.—Mrs. J. Coleman Dray- 
ton, the central figure in the Drayton-Bor- 
rowe scandal, isin London, and sbe has not 
been placed in a private retreat, as has been 
reported. She was found by the SUNDAY 
Post-DISPATCH correspondent to-night ina 
iIttle lodging house just off Picadilly, where 
che had arrived a short time before from 
paris. She appeared at the top of ‘the stair- 
ease, her face pale and careworn and her 
eyes swollen from weeping. 

“T have no explanation whatever to 
make,’’ she said witha tragicair. ‘**If Cole- 
man Drayton has chosen to make a foolof 
iimself it is his affair, not mine. Then she 
slammed the door and Gisappeared.

NEW PHASE OF THE SCANDAL. 
IT MAY MAKE IT UNPLEASANT FOR BORROWE’S 

New York, March 19.—The Drayton-Bor- 
rowe scandal took on a new phase yesterday 
in this city, one which bids fair to make it 
unpleasantly warm for the Borrowes ifthe 
accusations of Drayton’s friends are to be 
believed. ~ It is” charged that the corre- 
Spondence in reference to the duel was ar- 
ranged in this city by the counsel of 
H Borrowe and Mr. Drayton, and fur- 
nished in full to a newspaper. Mr. Dray- 
ton’s friends alieged that the matter was 
gotten up ‘here with a view to forestalling 
judgment in Mr, Drayton’s ‘cace and preju- 
dicing him in the eyes of the public. 
** As to the last letter which passed between 
Borrowe and his second,’’ 
Mr. Drayton’s friends yesterday. ‘‘Its pub- 


| lication proves that the correspondence was 


given out from the Borrowe side. Elaborate 
appendices about the Astors, the Draytons 
and the Colemans could not have been pre- 
pared on short notice, and the telegram from 
Philadelphia giving detalis about the Dray- 
tons and Oolemans could bave been se- 
cured only after inquiry © subsequent 
to the receipt of the alleged ~ ca- 
blegram. But beyond this intrinsic 
evidence lies certain facts which point to 
definite attempts on the part of Borrowe to 
prejudice Mr. Draytori’s position. We know 
that thé.counse] in London of Mrs. Drayton 
and Mr. Borrowe was Gen. George B. Wil- 
lfams, a well known politician of Indiana, a 
close friend of President Harrigon, 
who had been sent abroaa by the 
Equitable Life Assurance Co. to straighten 
out certain matters in Londonin which that 
corporation was interested. Now, it is a 
significant fact that the date of the last letter 
concluding the correspondence between 
young Borrowe’s second and r. Dray- 
ton’s representatives was Feb. 12. \ That 
was a month ago. It was imme- 
diately after that Gen. Williams Jeft London 
and returned to this country, It was a littie 
over three weeks ago’that he got back here. 
We firmly believe that he broughtthe Bor- 
rowe-Drayton correspondence with him and 
that it was not‘*without his knowl- 
edge that this. correspondence in the 
guise of a ‘cablegram’ found its 
way into a newspaper forthe express pur- 
pose of injuring Mr. Drayton, and that the 
carefully prepared article was given out as 
soon as word was received that Mr. Drayton 
had sailed for this country. Gen. Williams 
left for Washington Thursday. It was the 
following morning that the alleged cable- 
gram appeared.’’ 

Several people who have been in the serv- 
ice of the Drayton family at Bernardsville, 
N. J., were seen by a reporter to-day. What 
they said was substantially as follows: Mr. 
Drayton not only told his old servants 
to kick Borrowe off his place if he came 
around, but told Mr. Borrowe to his face that 
he did not want to have him visit cither his 
town. house or his Country house again. Mr. 
Borrowe was never anxious to meet 
Mr. Drayton after that. but he persisted 
in going to Crow’s Foot and to New 
York in Mr. Drayton’s absence. Mrs. Dray- 
ton did not discourage his visits. She even 
went driving with him alone, and the ser- 
vants did not obey Mr. Drayton’s order to 
turn Mr. Borrowe away. Some of them are 
sorry now that they didnot. Mr. Borrowe 
used to drink withthe grooms and watch- 
men. 

Mrs. Drayton was very friendly with the 
Misses. Berrowe; and itis thoeght they syii- 
pathized with their brother and acted as if 
Mr. Drayton had been unjustto him. When- 
ever Mr. Drayton went away from home Mr. 
Borrowe would turn up. Ofcourse there wasa 
good deal of gossip, but no one ever breathed 
a word against Mrs, Drayton. The fact is 
that Borrowe seems to have forced his so- 
ciety on her to annoy her husband. 

Mr. Drayton is immensely popular in Ber- 
nardsvilie. Haliett Borrowe is not, 
bBorrowe used to stable his 
horse in Mr. Drayton’s stable in 
his surreovtitious visits. On one occasion he 
said toa groom: ‘‘Take that hay out ofthe 
way. I don’t want Drayton to have a chance 
of saying that my horses ate his hay.’’ 

‘‘Then why do you bring your horse to Mr. 
Drayton’s stable?’’ was thereply. So care- 
fully did Mr. Borrowe watch Mr. Drayton’s 
movements that the two men never met in 
New York after Mr. Drayton ordered Mr. Bor- 
rowe to keep away. 

The friends of both Drayton ard Borrowe 
propose to charter tugs on Monday next, and 
as soon as the steamship Majestic is signaled 
there will be a race down the bay 
for the steamship. The Drayton tug 
will contain bis brother, two Philadelphia 
friends and a number of prominent New 
Yorkers. On the Borrowe tug will be a crowd 
of his friends. It is expected that a very 
lively row willtake place on the Majestic on 
her way upto this city in the lower bay as 
the resuit of the people on the two tugs 
getting aboard her.

Your correspondent to-day interviewed M.

I had almost 
forgot aboutit. Why it happened as far 
back @s the end of Janurry. You are proba- 
bly aware that it is asserted tnat they offered 
to compromise the affair by referring it toa 
jury Of honor, but as the motive for 
the encounter was not of a nature 
to permit of its discussion. Bolsaeq and I 
did not consider ourselves justified in sub- 
mitting the.case to such a tribunal as was 
proposed by Mr, Borrowe’s seconds.

Drayton to apprise him that the 
gentlemen who represented Mr. Borrowse 
declared that they refused to allow their 
friend to fight Mr. Drayton, on the ground 
that he (Drayton) was un mari complaisant.

THE AGREEMENT TO SEPARATE. 


IT WAS SIGNED BY THE HUSBAND AND WIFE IN 
NEW YORK. 

New York, March 19.—Whereas the gossip 
about the Coleman-Draytons has been whis- 
pered for months past, it was the subject 
of loud discussion yesterday. The publica- 
tion of the correspondence between Mr. 
‘Drayton and young Borrowe had _é§$re- 
moved the seal from the lips of society. Quite 
a number of club men and some of 
the lawyers interested saidthey had seen 
the letters before they were cabled from the 
other side. They implied that the letters 
had been in this country for some 
time. The most sensational development of 
the case yesterday was the statement by 
friends of young Borrowe that the 
Draytons had signed a deed of separa- 
tion just before going to Europe, This 
was of additional interest by the bearing it 


+has upon the right of Mr. Drayton to call out 


Borrowe to be shot or run 
through with a dueling blade. 
It was argued that the decision of 
the French court of honor against Mr. Dray- 
ton was therefore based on facts. Mr. and 
Mrs. Drayton met, it was said, in theoffice 
of Stephen | Nash, with whom 
both Coleman, Drayton and the Astors 
had maintained friendly relations. They had 
signed the agreement to separate in the 
presence of witnesses. According to the 
terms of the agreement, there was a com- 
pact between the couple to avoid all 
possible scandal. They were to goto Europe 
together in all appearances as congugal as 
ever, but once abroad their paths were to 
assume different directions, And 
Borrowe’ was to be dropped out of 
Mrs. Coleman Drayton’s life for alltime. It 
was absolutely promised to fulfill this clause 
in particular. Her fortune was tp be 
placed in the hands of Mr. Lord, 
of the law firm of Lord, Day & 
Lord, a son of old Daniel Lord, who had been 
© long the confidential manager of the Astor 
family’s millions, Mr. Lord was to 
pay her an annuity of $30,000. 
Should Mrs... Coleman Drayton violate 
her agreement neverto see Borrowe again, 
or if it could be shown that she had in any 
way renewed herintimacy with that young 
man the custody of her children was to be 
given overtothe care and guardianship of 
their father. . 

Then Mr. Drayton wasto receive one-half 
of the income held in their use by Mr. Lord, 
or the annual sum of $15,000; as soon as Mr. 
Drayton had satisfied himself on the 
other side that Mrs. Drayton had failed 
to keep her promise not to see 
Mr. Borrowe again he at once cabled to Mr. 
Lord to hold one-half the $30,000 annuity for 
him, This action was precipitated, 
it is said, when he found Mrs. Dray- 
ton and Borrowe taking luncheon together 
at a London house. Mr. Drayton’s friends 
avouch that his only object in securing 
this $15,000 annuity was to apply 
it to the benefit of his children, 
but Mr. Borrowe’s friends say other 
motives prompted his demand for the money. 
Friends of the Astors say that Mrs, Drayton 
has not been resposible ‘for  cer- 
tain of her actions. She has suffered 
much from neuralgia. They further allege 
she had acquired the habit of taking stima- 
lants and drugs, which finally over powered 
her will. Atthat time she formed the intim- 
acy with Borrowe they say, she was in such a 
state of physical and mental deran gement as 
not to be held strictly accountable,

IRISH EXHIBITS. 


THE PRODUCTS OF ERIN IGNORED BY THE 
+ BRITISH COMMISSIONERS. 


Lonpown, March 19.—The Irish Members of 
Parliament have vigorously taken up the 
‘complaint as alre ady cabled, that the British 
Commisson deliberately attempt to ignore 
Ireland at the Chicago Exhibition. When 
the question was raised in Parliament this 
week, Sir George Gorst officially explained 
that the Irish exhibitors stood an even 
chance with the British. This is almost ex.- 
actly the opposite of the facts. The Irish 
members bitterly complain that Irish in- 
dustrial interests are neglected. They 
could get no satisfaction whatever from 
Robert McCormick of Chicago, who officially 
undertakes to manage the exhibition inter- 
ests for Great Britain. The Irish members 
charge McCormick with being entirely under 
the thumb of Sir Richard Webster and True- 
man Ward, who want to squelch Irish ex- 
hibits if they can possibly manage it. 

When questioned yesterday by your repre- 
sentative, McCormick said he shouwld do 
nothing to interfere with the prerogatives of 
the British Commissioner, but the Irish 
members Of Parliament intended to keep 
worrying Websterin Parllament until their 
claims are recognized. Meanwhile any 
pressure brought to bear on McCormick from 
Chicago will be useful to the Irish cause.

Caprivi’s Resignation in the Hands 
of His Raler. : 


Excitement Over the Cabinet Crisis In- 
creasing in Berlin, 


RETIREMENT THE ONLY STEP LEFT TO 
THE CHANCELLOR. 


The Action the Empé@ror Will Take Re- 
mains a Secret—Cuftious Phases of Ger- 
man Politics as Shown by the Debate 
on the Education Bill—Tracing the An- 
archist Dynamiters in Paris—Plots to 
Kill the Ozar—Events at Europe’s 
Capitals. 


BERLIN, March 19.—The excitement over 
the Cabinet crisis is incréasing. There is no 
doubt in any intelligent quarter of the fact 
that Chancellor Caprivi offered his resigna- 
tion, and that the Kaiser has, so far, taken 
no action upon the offer. The refusal of the 
official North German Gazetteto affirm or deny 
the report is a sufficient evidence of its 
truth. Untilacted upon by the Emperor the 
resignation is officially a secret. 

Gen. Caprivi could have done no less than 
offer to resign. He has been an uncom- 
proniising advocate of the education bill. In 
the Diet recently he said that it was absurd 
to call the present measure one which would 
bring about awarof creéds. From all he 
had read and heard, he was convinced that 
not one In athousand from among their op- 
ponents had ever read the bill. But the 
charge of the Radical party which most 
surprised the Government was that of weak- 
ness. That party had learned during the 
anti-corn law agitation, and would learn 
once again that the Government could swim 
against the stream, and though the current 
was stronger than it wasnow. The Govern- 
ment, Count Von Caprivi declared, had no 
desire to welcome or declare war against the 
Liberals of any shade of opinion. Six months 
ago the Government aid not even know by 
whose help the bill would be passed. The 
Government did not know that the united 
Liberal party would at this moment rise 
again into being. If astate of war existed 
it was because it had been forced upon the 
Government. 

CAPRINI’S POSITION. 

‘**The National Liberal. party,’” said Gen. 
Caprivi, ‘‘had from the beginning showed its 
discontent with the present Ministry. The 
bitter speeches of Herr Hobrech and Herr 
Von Cynern had finally lifted the vell. The 
Liberals wanted now to emphasize their lib- 
eralism, asthey did not geek to become Na- 
tional Conservatives. To aliay their anxiety 
on one point Inow declarethat Prussia will 
vote in the federal council against the re- 
turn of the Jesuits. The question before us 
is not one of Protéstantism. against Oatholis 
cism, but of Christianity against atheism.’’ 

At these words of the Chancellor such a 
storm of protest broke forth from the left 
that for several minutes he was unable to 
continue, 

Continuing, he said: ‘‘There is a spirit 
abroad which makes itself dally more anda 
more felt, and which is peculiarly visible in 
the schools of Berlin—the spirit of atheism. 
[Protests from the left,] With a purely moral 
education not founded on Christian priciples 
we would have but lLttle success with the 
children of the people. We have 
before us a struggle with the 
spirit of unbelief which is not 
necessarily identical with the: social democ- 
racy. In face ofthis grave danger we desire 
at least to erect a barrier. Do not, I pray 
you, by agitation excite the masses who are 
not capable of judging on this question. In 
face of this danger Germans will learn to live 
together in peace.’’ 

After such utterances as these no Premier 
with self-respect could fail to offer his resig- 
nation, when the Kaiser chose the side of 
those very national Liberals that Caprivi 
had so bitterly assailed. The result of the

The primary education bill, the cause of 
this split in the ministry, has caused wide- 
spread and bitter opposition, not only among 
the membersof the Prussian dict—it Is en- 
tirely a Prussian measure—but among many 
religious sects. The popular sense of justice 
revolted against a measure which will force 
Methodists, Old Catholics, Unitarians, Deists 
and free thinkers generally to have their 
children educated in some state-recognized 
creed. Thesects which the bill admits as 
duly qualified religious societies are Mora- 
vians, Quakers, Greeks, Anglicans, Jews and 
Old Lutherans. Parents who are neither 
Catholics nor Lutherans can profess to be 
adherents of any one of these sects and can 
have their ‘children educated itn accordance 
therewith, but it is hardly probable that they 
will be, should the bill become a law, which, 
to judge from the present outlook, is hardly 
within the range of possibility. 

THE KAISER’S BREACH OF FAITH. 

The Ultramontanes in the Landtag are wild 
with anger over the situation, and some of 
them are guite unguarded in. their denuncia- 
tions of the Kaiser for what they call his 
breach of faith. They were ready, as the 
price of the Government support of the edu- 
cational bill, to sustain the Kaiser in any 
policy he might choose to pursue, and especi- 
ally antagonizing the Socialists. Some of the 
extrenie Ultramontanes now goso faras to 
suggest a union with the Socialists against 
the Government. This, however, is not 
thought possible, as most of the Ultramon- 
tanes are deeply opposed to Socialism.

Prince Henry, the Emperor’s brother, left 
Berlin this afternoon to join: the Kaiser at 
Hubertus Stock.- The Empress follows to- 
morrow, The semi-official announcement ts 
made that the rumors of the. Emperor’s !l- 
ness are greatly exaggerated and that his 
condition is satisfactory. Nevertheless. the 
physicians advise that he take some rest, and 
that he seek the greatest practicable quietude 
for the present. Forthis reason, it is prob- 
able that the Emperor will not receive the 
various distinguished visitors who are ex- 
pected shortly. Prince Henry will, it is under- 
stood, be deputed to represent the Emperor. 

The foregoing semi-official statement has 
only served to increase feeling regarding the 
Emperor’s physical and ‘mental condition, 
which is alleged by popular rumor to be 
alarming. 

According to newspaper reports the Em- 
peror will remain at Hubertus Stock until the 
end ofthe month. Meanwhile the political 
crisis does not abDate.. All sorts of 
rumors are ourrent as to what trans 
pired at the Oabinet meeting at which the 
rupture accurred between Chancellor Von 
Caprivi and Minister Zedlitz and the Em- 
peror, but no authentic statement of the. pro- 
ceedings is yet obtainable. No doubt is 
entertained that the Emperor has undergone 
a.severe mental strain within the past few 
days. Itisarguedthat he must be serfously 
affected or he woold not yield to the advice 
to take a vacation at this juncture. Hitherto 
he has scorned all appeals to relinquish work 
on —— of physical flilness or mental 
strain, ’ 


FAILURE MEANT DEATH: 


SUICIDE OF A PARIS BANKER WHO WAS HOPE- 
LESSLY INVOLVED. 

PARIS, March 19.—A tremendous sensation 
was caused in the financial world by the 
announcement ofthe fallureof the Banque 
des Chemins de For for 2,000,000 francs and 
the suicide of M. Dugoureau, one of the best 
financiers ip the. city. The bank has 
been the subject of occasional riamors, 
but until to-day there was no 
suspicion that the tustitution was in serious 
difficulties. Its connection with Industrial 
enterprises, especially these indicated by its 
name, is extensive, and its credit has been 
excellent. M. Dugoureau wag highly respect- 
ed in financial circles, ang his judgment on 
finance and investments is said to have been 
consulted frequently by leading bankers and 
business men. It is feared from 
the fact of his suicide that 
he left the ~ bank in a hopeless 
condition and that the assets will not realize 
anything like a satisfactory sum for the cred- 
itors. The announcement of his death at first 
Was not credited and It was supposed that a 
false report was being Circulated for éffoct 
upon the market. - When the confirmation 
came it created general.amazement mingled 
with apprehensfonsasto what might come 
next. Itissaid that evidence has already 
developed tothe effect that M. Dugoureau 
had criminally involved himself. 

The laws of finance deal very severely with 
bankrupts who can not show a clear account 
of the circumstances leading to failure, and 
more severely with those who have misap- 
propriated funds intrusted to them, and it 
appears that M. Dugoureau choose death in 
preference to punishment that would other- 
wise follow the exposure of his acts. 

Rumors are afloat regarding other finan. 
cilers and well-known financial institutions, 
but so far they cana only be traced tothe de- 
moralization caused by the failure and sui- 
cide, which have proved such a sensation,

THAT COUNTRY READY TO TAKE PART IN A MON- 
ETARY CONFERENCE, 
BERLIN, March 19.—The contemplated Aus- 
trian currency agitation, the Bland silvor 
billand the movement of the British bi-met- 
alists have reawakenened interest m tie 
siiver question here. The report of the 
Reichsbank for 1891 shows the total stock of 
gold held by that institution to be 898,700,000 
marks. The amount of silver is estimated at 
200,000,000 marks. Experts have estimated 
that the silver held in Austria, Hungary, 
amounts to a total of 820,000,000 marks. 
Although President Koch of the Reichsbank 
with most of the financial leaders 
of gold standard all agree that the 
national interests would oblige them to take 
partin an international monetary confer- 
ence, if one should be arranged on the ini- 
tiative of the United States or another 
great country, Herr Koch maintaips 
that all that Germany could assent 
to in conference would be to increase the 
account of her subsidiary silver coinage.

ENGLAND AND TURKEY? 


THE SULTAN DISPLEASED WITH THE BRITISH 
EGYPTIAN RFOLICcY. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, March 19.—The Sultan its 
said to have asked the British representative 
directly what was the meaning of the 
presence of British ironclads in such 
large ‘force at Alexandria. The reply is 
said to have been given that they were there 
to do honor to the Sultan’s envoy. With this 
reply the Sultan was not satisfied, and the 
situation is becoming strained as between 
Englandand Turkey.

TRACING ANARCHISTS. 


FERRETING OUT THE MEN WHO EXPLODED DrY- 
NAMITE IN PARIS. : 

Paris, March 19.—It is supposed that the 
notification sent to the St. Petersburg police 
that Nihilists io Paris are concoctinga plot to 
assassinate the Czar was due to discoveries 
made during the search for the 
‘futhors of the explosions here. The 
police have information that these outrages 
were the work ef a band of four Anarchists. 
These men who are all known to the police, 
have disap peared, but the best detectives in 
Paris are searching for them,, and It Is be- 
lieved they will soon be in custody. It is said 
that descriptions of these men have been 
sent to the frontier police and the authorities. 
atthe various ports, and that it wil be al- 
most i ssible forthem to leave the coun- 
try. Theypolice say that these four Anarchists 
did not acton their own responsibility in 
causing the explosions, but that they acted 
under the orders ofa fifth man, whose iden- 
tity has not yet been clearly established. 

None of the anticipatea troubles occurred 
yesterday and the twenty-first anniversary 
proclamation of the commune was celebrated 
with a quietness that was surprising tothe 
pe@iice. 

The police search of the lodgings occupied 
by Anarchists was renewed with unabated 
vigor to-day.

ern Railway to Portsmouth. There they were

John Hoffman, the rich real estate owner, 
though he Mes to-day in his Oboutenu avenue 
home coffined and waiting Durial, will be the 
most important of.all the witnesses ig the 
Court of Criminal Correction to-morrow, 
wher Oénrad Farner, the “well-known out- 
fitting merchant, and his manager, Wade W. 
Hampton, are put on trial. 

Mr. Hoffman was widely known amang the 
old residents of St. Louis. He has lived here 
thirty years. First a shrewd commission 
merchant, he made money rapidly by 
buying land and building houses, and years 
ago he retired from business, worth a for- 
tune, which has since increased. His only 
child isa daughter, who is married to Thos. 
H. Ward of Ward & Brady, the ships’ stores 
merchants at i517 North Levee, she 
was his frst wife’s child, His 
second wife was Mrs. Isabel O’Connmor. Mr. 
Hoffman and his wife lived comfortably ina 

arge house, No. 1419 Chouteau avenue, and 
he had an office on Center street.in the 
midst of his tenants, where he used to go 
every day. Corrad Farner is widely 
known’ in the city as a merchant 
who has several irons in the fre 
all the time, and a big and original 
ndvertiser. He has three storeésin different 
parts of the city, one at Fourteenth and 
Clark avenue, another at Fourteenth and 
Franklin, and the largest of them ali, at 
Twelfth and Franklin. Hels about 45 years 
old, short and dark, with very black eyes, 
which look through a pair of eye-giasses, 
and aheavy black mustache that falls over 
his lips. In weather like this he is seen

Mrs. Hoffman 
saysshe refused to let them go in and that 
then they broke in the door and assauited the 
sick man, trying, she claims, toextort money 
from hint through an accusation reflecting 
upon Mrs. Farner.

Mr. G. W. Pearson, a railroad man, oO 
has lived with his wife in the Hoffman house- 
hold, is entered on the warrant in the case 
as a witness: His wife has assisted Mrs. 
Hoffman in her domestic duties, 
from which her attention had tor a 
lon time been taken by her 
husband’s illness, Mr. Pearson is a very in- 
telligent man, and had, it appears, taken no 
part in the troubles which had culminated in 
the sick room assault. 


Prior to March 9, he admitted, when 
questioned, his information was limited to 
what he had recetved from his wife in thetr 
private talks about the private affairs 
of the Hoffmans. Mrs. Pearson had 
told him that since the Farners 
left the house. which according to his under- 
standing, was the result of some complaint 
Mrs. Hoffman made against Mr. Farner at 
table, they had recetved letters asking for 
ad interview. Ofthis he bad no further in- 
formation than that stated, On the 
9th he says, he answered the doorbell 
and admitted a man whom he 
supposed was Wade ye pe because one 
of Farner’s wagons had pulled up in front of 
the house. Mr. Ohristopher Hoffman, a 
brother of the deceased, and his senior in 
years, also visited the house on that day, and 
while Mr. Pearson was detained in the hall 
he heard the man whom he had 
admitted say to Mrs. Hoffman, 
‘*‘The matter can be settled for $1,500.’’ 
Though he had anidea of whatthe conver- 
sation referred to he considered it no affair 
of his, and says he. made no subsequent ref- 
erence to it in his conversations with the 
Hoffmans. It will be seen from Wade Hamp- 
ton’s statement that though he admits that 
he did visit Hoffman’s residence on the 
day before the assault, he says he only asked 
that Mr. and Mrs. Farner be allowed to 
callion the Hoffmans. He also says that he 
was told by Mrs. Hoffman that a lawyer had 
called with a proposition to settle for $1,500, 
and that on learning tnis he had asked Farner 
if he had authorized any person to make 
such a proposition and that the katter scorn- 
pray disavowed any information concern- 
ng it.

secular and religious education combined 
under the compulsory control of the state. 

In our country, especially, state sup- 
port of any but exclusively secular schools, 
or state meddling with any schools main- 
tained for religious instruction is political 
insanity.

SOME DEMORALIZING TENDENCIES, 


American pride has hada downfall. It 
has been our boast that American women 
are superior to all others and are models of 
their kind. We have exploited the innate 
purity and independence which enable 
them to go anywhere and do anything in- 
trinsically innocent and yet keep 
themselves unsoiled; to resist wiles and 
blandishments which would prove 
fatal to women who ‘have been 
reared under conditions less conducive 
to the acqyirement of sound moral prin- 
ciples and virtuous stamina. The un- 
pleasant notoriety attending the muscon- 
duct of certain American wives abroad, 
which has resulted in two tragedies and 
several international scandals, is there- 
fore somewhat humiliating. 

Itis absurd to assume, however, that 
such foolish women represent anyone ex- 
cept themselves or that American women 
in the mass are less purein heart, strong 
in virtue or fair m reputation because 
of. these offenses.

The Grand-jury will finish its investigation 
of City Collector Ziegenhein’s management 
of the Dramshop License Department of his 
o®ce on Monday, and will then make its final 
report to Judge Normile of the Criminal 
Court. 

Practically the entire investigation was 
made yesterday, and only the unfinished por- 
tions of examinations of a few witnesses re- 
main to be completed to-morrow. Just what 
evidence has been brought out before the 
Grand-jury it is of course impossible

An English Physician Issues a Startling 
Warning to Antipyrine Takers. 


Dr. Granville, an eminent English neurolo- 
gist, is quoted as the authority for the fol- 
lowing remarkable warning against the 
present fashionable drug: 

It is with medicines as with the cut of 
dresses, the form of Rats, the shade of rib- 
bons, and the style of ornaments; they are 
influenced by fashion, of which they 
undergo, witbout any one Knowing exactly 
why, allthe capricious vicissitudes. This is 
the case with antipyrin, for which at 
the present time there is a_ positive 
rage. Without warning it has risen to the 
rank of a prime necessity. No longer are the 


instructions of the faculty thought necessary.

nervous pains make of antipyrin? To sup- 
press pain—that is tosay, the consciousness 
of disorder or disease—is not to suppress the 
malady. On the contrary, it may be the 
creation of a dangerous illusion, Iliull- 
ing <distrust.and paralyzing defensive 
action. An invalid is so ready to 
believe himselfcured and free trom the 
trouble of taking precautions when he has 
ceased to feel pain. The truth is that anti- 
pyrin has vices to match its good qualities, 
and that its beneficent effects themselves are 
not without peril, It is by stupefying the ner. 
vous system, and in particular, the vaso- 
motor nerves—the springs of the circulatory 
system, the nerves which govern the con- 
traction and dilation of the blood- 
vessels—that antipyrin exercises its soothing 
influence. There follows necessarily a slow- 
ing of the circulation, more or less of an 
approach to stagnation of the blood, which 
becomes thicker and tends to coagulate. 
There follows an abatement in the elimina- 
tion of those ashes of life which are 
to the animal organism what household 
refuse is to a_ great city. <As a 
proof one may int out that antipyrin 
diminishes sensibly the urinary secretion, 
and that it has been employed to stop hem- 
orrhages. In infectious and parasitic mala- 
dies like influenza the capital necessity, 
while pursuing and killing the potsoner, is to 
eliminate the poison with all haste, for the 
action of microbes is double. Not only do 
they Jive at the expense of the tissues in 
which they have lodged, but they distill 
subtle viruses, which accumulate in the 
caverns made by these infinitely little gnaw- 
ers and cause frightfulravages. It isnot by 
applying anesthetics to the nervous system, 
by diminishing the rate of the excretions, by 
augmenting the vicousness of the vital fluids, 
transformed by the contact of antipyrin into 
pitchy syrups, that this congestion-causing 
drug can give to the human organism the 
lash necessary tocause the ejection of the 
rascally microbDilan handiwork. It is true 
that antipyrin deadens painand lulls exas- 
perated nerves, but morphine does the same, 
perhaps more surely; and we know where 
morphine leads. One should no more play 
with poison than with fire. That is the 
moral we wish to point out.

Soup—An eminent writer on cookery de- 
~Clares that what wheat is to bread, broth is 
to good cookery ; and also that it is to old age 
what milk is toinfants. With these facts in 
mind the study of pot au feu becomes a very 
important one. Stock, which is made of 
bones and odds and ends, is a fine foundation 
for broth and sauces, but to produce a nour- 
ishing broth itis better to begin with three 
pounds of good beef from any partof the 
shin. The meat is good food after it is boiled. 


The broth must be very carefully skimmed, 
boiled gently for five hours, and asit contains 
but little fat it may be served directly after 
straining. If it isto be kept it must be 
cooled quickly, as this helps to keep it fresh 
and sweet. 

Fish.—To improve fish clean and scale,then 
lay in a large crockery dish containinga 
tablespoonful of chopped parsley, an onion 
chopped fine, a tablespoonful each of vinegar 
and oll, a teaspoonful of chopped or dried 
thyme, a bay leaf and salt and pepper to 
taste. Turn tit occasionally and let it remain 
for three hours; then cook in any way pre- 


ferred. 

Boiled Beans (Dried).—Soak dried Lima, 
white or colored beans all day in cold water, 
drain them, put them in @ saucepan over the 
fire in cold water, boil until tender and be 
sure not to add the salt until just before they 
are removed from the fire. When drained 
rub them through witha little butter and 
they are ready to serve. 

Fried Celery.—Cut the celery in two-inch 
bits, wash and wipe dry, dip them in a batter, 
boil them in hot fat, put them in the oven for 
a moment on paper and serve,

' The Wheat Crop ana Shorts Menaced by a 
F Weather Scare—A Sinking Tendency 
to Corn and Oats—The Flour and Cot- 
ton Markets—Chat From ’Change. 


Wheat touched the lowest figures on the 
- crop Friday, May selling then at 87c and July 
| gt8i%c. There were probably more sure be- 
levers then in 80c for May and more confident 
short selling on this recent decline than for a 
long time past. There are now as many 
traders who bank upon continued depression 
and declines, because the European situation 
and supplies in sight are bearish, and disre- 
gard the critical position of the American 
wheat crop, asthere were last spring, when 
the reverse was the case. Actual damage 
now menaces the crop and it would not be at 
all surprising to see a scare aroused within 
the next week or so that would place the 
short seller in fully as dangerous a position 
as he was in when selling shert last 
year at around sc for July, and the 
price now is below that. The steadily 
cola and exceptionally severe weather of the 
past week, considering its duration, its ex- 
tent and the forward condition of the plant, 
made this spell of weather trebly dangerous. 
The snow that accompanied the freeze was 
only a protection throughout 4 section where- | 
in only a comparatively small amount of 
winter wheat is raised. Ina large part of 
Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri and Illinois the 
ground was bare, and in Indiana, Ohio and 
Michigan there was fo snow at all’ to speak 
of. Even if no great amount of damage was 
really inflicted, yetthe plant has been s0 
blighted by the frost and thrown back into 
mid-winter appearance thatit looks badly 
and the chances for its recovery, 6s0 
the Government in tits April report 
could note any radical improve- 
ment on the Dec. condition, are 
so slim that this April report may bea very 
bullish factor. It will take a spell of fine 
forcing weather between now and Aprillito 
overcome the effect of this latest back-set 
and indications do not favor this improving 
weather, another cold wave in the North- 
west menacing the crop for this coming 
week. Complaints are numerous and actual 
damage reports many and both may be ex- 
ted to increase. It may take growing 
weather to determine the actual damage, if 
any, but in the meantime a run of damage re- 
ports may have a powerful effect upona 
market already sensitive and inclined to 
be excited. That this feelingis rapidly grow- 
ing here was denoted by yesterday’s market, 
which clésed with buyers at 885ec for May and 
Sic for July. These rates were 5sc lower for 
May and %c higher for July, as compared 
with the preceding Saturday’sclose. July 
naturally felt the influence most of the 
weather and crop conditions, as it isa new 
crop option. The May option, however, is 
now showing a decidedly strong point and is 
rapidly getting into a congested state. Those 
who are short that month are nervous and 
apprehend a sudden twist may be given It 
any day. They have been hoping and 100K- 
ing for increased receipts that wouid relieve 
them, but arrivals do not enlarge as they 
would like to see them. The past week’s 
receipts were 229,571 bu, where they were 
200,669 bu the week before and 217,028 for cor- 
responding week last year. The stock in store 
so far this past week only decreased 75,000 bu, 
though in No. 2red it decreased 113,000 bu, 
but the probabilities are this weeK’s loadings 
will be heavy and well-informed parties say 
the stock will be very low by xt Saturday. 
Jt is also stated the stock of No. 2 red outside 
exporters’ hands is only 62,000 bu.

A Third street commission merchant: ‘‘I read with 
some surprise the remarks ofa Main street man in 
the *‘Street Talk,’’ last week, who stated that the 
commissian houses should all be on one street. He 
overlooks the fact that Southwater street, Chicago, 
to which he _ referred, is driven almost 
to desperation through rents that are out- 
rageously high—a monthly tax that keeps the tenant 
hard at work about five days in the week to meet. 
This is entirely the result of having all the com- 
mission men on one street.

ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP.

| Small Shipments of Ore During the Month 
of February~—Operations on the Seneca 
—Product of the Smelters— Water in the 
Emmett—Local Mining Notes. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., March 18.—The resume 
for February shows no falling off in the 
amount of ore shipped from the mines 
though the state of the roads did not admit of 
full loading of the wagons. The mohth,how- 
ever, Was not prolific in strikes, the only One 
of importance being that made on the south 
workings of the Adams’ leased ground, A 
big body Of lead carbonate ore was here dis- 
closed, which extends into the Maid of Erin 
claim. A false report of the drowning out of 
this property arose from the fact that the 
pump in the 750 foot lead of the Maid shaft be- 
came choked with sand, rotting out the 
vaives. This caused a temporary suspension, 
during which time the water never 
rose more than three or four 
inches above the bottom of the drift. 
All of the new work gave promise of turning 
out well, particularly that on the Bohn Shaft 
ofthe Star of Hope, the Glass- Péendery, 
where ore was caught within two weeks of 
the resumption, the Jolly and in the St, 
Mary’s. 


THE SENNECA SINKING. 

The Senneca Co. the water out, the 
pliant in position, and began sinking, while 
the drillinginthe New England Co.’s shaft 
went dowa about 50 feet.

LIKE A PAUPER. 


How the Remains of ah Insane Woman 
Were Treated in New York. 


New Yore, March 18.—Hannah Noakes 
Came to this country a year ago from Birk- 
enhead. She was then about © years old. 
She was accompanied by a young girl named 
Martha Rogers. Mrs. Noakes belonged toa 
very good family in England. Her brother is 
rector of a church near Liverpool. Mrsj 
Noakes’ husband left her comfortably pro- 
vided for, but the widow did not get along 
with his family. When Miss Rogers pro- 


posed that eney should go together to Ameri- 
ca, Mrs. Noakes agreed, and the women 
sailed on the same steamship, Both were 
experienced cooks: A brother of Miss Rogers 
had come to America some time before and 
had written her about the wages paid here 
for competent cooks. | 

Miss Rogers found emery emt with a Miss 
White as cook at No. 12 West Twelfth street, 
where she remained until the middle of June. 
Her brother was employed somewhere in 
Vermont. Miss Rogers received word that 
he was ill with pneumonia and went there to 
nurse him. He died. The sister contracted 
the disease and died after an illness of only 
four days. 

Before leaving Miss White’s Miss Rogers 
bad asked Mrs. Noakes to fill her place until 
she returned. About the middle of July Miss 
White closed her house and went to the coun- 
try forthe summer. Mrs. Noakes then went 
to Connecticut to live on a farm until autumn. 
She returned tothe city in October, Dut did 
not return to Miss White’s employ. 

Mrs. Noakes was found in Third avenue on 
the night of Nov.1 last wanderiso back 
and farth, peering into windows and asking 
unintelligibie questions of passers-by. She 
was arrested and locked up In the East Fiftieth 
Street Station consect with the Yorkville 
Police Court. She was sent the following day 
tothe insane pavillion at Bellevte for ex- 
amination as to her sanity. The experts de- 
clared her to be undoubtedly insane, and on 
Nov. 4she was taken tothe asylum on Biac«- 
well’s Island. 

Warden O’ Rourke of Bellevue took charge 
of ber property. It consisted ofa bank book 
issued by the Greenwich Savings Bank, and 
numbered 241,634. This showed a deposit of 
close upon $20). Another Dank book, issued 
»y the Post-Office Bank of Birkenhead, num- 
bered 26,202, showed a balance of $2.000. A 
third book contained entries indicating the 
receipt of various sums of money at stated 
intervals as payments ofrents from tenants 
of property in England. There were also a 
gold watch and chain, $6 in bills and a num- 
ber of letters giving a clew to the woman’s 
identity. 

Warden O’Rourke sent these valuables to 
Secretary Britton of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction, taking 
his receipt for them. They were then trans- 
ferred to Public Administrator Ly decker, who 
has them now. 

Mrs. Noakes died at the Blackwell’s Island 
Insane Asylum on Nov. 30, and her body was 
sent tothe Morgue on Dec.1. It was Kept 
there until Dec, 7, when it was quietly trans- 
ferred to the Bellevue Medical College, where 
it was dissected by the students. Although 
the bank book contained Mrs. Noakes’ ad- 
dress and the papers foundon her partially 
disclosed her identity, no effort was made by 
any of the authorities to notify her friends. 

The strangest part of the whole story is the 
neglect of the authorities totry to trace the 
woman’s friends or to give her a decent 
burial with at least a part of the money 
taken from her when she was sent tothe 
asylum. Warden O*Rourke transferred the 
valuables promptly to Secretary Britton,who 
appears to have done nothing further than 
to forward them to the public administrator. 
Mr. Lydecker locked them up in his safe 
and they are there now.

There is absolutely no foundation for an indefinite 
and sweeping statement that the rates demanded for 
notel accommodations are excestive or extortionate. 
People who think $4 or $5 a day too much should 
stay away from hotels of the first-class and be con- 
tent with quarters necessarily a trifle less desirable. 

We have quartered nearly 15,000 veterans, most 
of whom have been represented by committees, and 
in every instance the locating and the terms have 
been satisfactory tothe soldiers. Fifty-three New 
England p>sts have been provided for, and every 
one is pleased. We will find room for the 70,000 or 
80,000 more without difficulty. 

‘*Maj. Corwin of Brooklyn, who commands the 
largest post in the State of New York, has just gone 
nome.

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SHIPPED FROM ST. LOUIS. 


Interment of a Corpse In Tennessee Under 
Mysterous Circumstances. 


A coffin and its ghastly contents were 
shipped from this city to Knoxville, Tenn., 
on the 5th inst., and they now appear to have 
carried with themadark mystery. At the 
time no suspicion was attached to the coffin 
as it lay on a truck besidethe Ohio & Missis- 
sippi train ready for shipment. But Acting 


Chief Reedy received from the Chief of Police 
of Xnoxville yesterday a letter of inquiry 
about the man who shipped the corpse. 
According to this letter and a clipping from 
a Knoxville paper of last Wednesday the 
man acted very strangely during his stay in 
that city. He had the body buried at Mary. 
ville, a suburban town. He told the Sexton 
That he would not have his beloved dead 
abide there forever, but would soon lay his 
ashes in the tomb of hisancestorsin Virginia. 
The deceased was his son, he said, who had 
died in Colorado of consumption. The father 
explained that he himself intended to make 
his home in Knoxville and he. there- 
fore buried his son there temporarily. 
The old man said his name was Hull, but he 
gave evasive answers to every inquiry as to 
whence he came. The next day he disap- 
ared from the city and left behind hima 
rail of mystery. Finally the body was ex- 
humed last Monday. The corpse was that of 
& man about 25 or %years ofage. It was 
greatly emaciated and shrowded ina suit of 
old clothes. A soiled handkerchief held the 
jaws in place, anda dirty pillow supported 
the head. There was a bruise behind the left 
ear, Dut no other mark onthe body. The 
bruise was not, lho er, a fracture of the 
skull, In the coffin «crea pile of old papegs, 
and Dbillheads of the Paris Mills, Syracd%e, 
Kan., dated in 1887. The nameof J. F. Hull 
was written on an old Chicago newspaper. 
The box which covered the coffin was rudely 
constructed and resembleda dry goods case. 
The agentat the O. & M. ticket office said 
he knew nothing about the matter. He 
Stated that they examined the death certif- 
cates of all bodies which are shipped from 
here or pass through in transit to conform 


with the law, but they handled sometimes a. 


body every day. The word‘corpse'is written on 
the first-class ticket issued for the trans- 
portation. He stated that the death cer- 
tificate might bea forgery, but they merely 
complied with the law. 

Up toa late hour last evening the police 
had leartied nothing of the man who 
shipped the mysterious corpse.

MATHEWS’ CONFESSION. 

John Matthews made the following state- 
ment of his connection with the killing after 
he had been in jail a few days: 

OZARK JAIL, March 17.—To the Honorable 
Circuit Court of Christian County: I want to 
make a statement of my case. will teil the 
whole truth and nothing but the truth.

Heard Charies 
Graves say: ‘If ail the slickers were served 
that way I could rest easy.” Wiley 
Matthews told me on Sunday 
after the killing that he shot one of 
the men tosave me. Charley Simmons got 
his hands bioody from the wound on my head. 
He had nothing to shoot with. I saw him in 
the yard. Isaw William Stanley in tbe yard. 
He will tell the truth about what he knows.

EXECUTION OF THE KNOEBYFRS. 

Walker and Matthews were tried, and con- 
Gemned to be hanged on May 10, 1889. They 
were confined in the jail in Ozark. On the 
night of Dec. 28 friends cut a hole ene 
the brick wallofthe jail,and gave the pris- 
onersachancetoescape. Of this Matthews 
availed himself, but David and William 
Walker declined, believing that they could 
secure a pew trial and an acquittal. Their 
appeal was not sustained by the 
Supreme Court, and after a long 
pursuit Matthews was recaptured. When 
it became known that the sentiment 
could not be reversed, the friends of the Bald 
Knobbers assembiec, and then came threats 
of an assault on the jail. The anti-Bald Knob 
faction, however, made preparations to pre- 
vent the rescue, and no attack was made. 
On the morning of May 10,the three men were 
led out todie. Allthree were hanged atthe 
same time, but the execution was most Dung- 
lingly performed. The ropes were tao long 
and siatthews died after struggling thirteen 
minutes, his feet just touching the ground. 
The rope around the neck of William Walker 
broke and he feilto the ground. The noose

The Pension Commissioner Before the 
Investigating Committee. 


WHY GREEN &., JR., WAS RELEGATED 
TO PRIVATE LIFE. 


Son and Daughter Comein for Inquiry— 
Political Activity a Cause for Dis- 
charge—Mr. Enloe Puts Some Pointed 
and Harassing Questions—Uncovering 
a Private Snap. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 19.—Commis- 
sioner Raum appeared before the special 
Peasion Office Investigating Committee of the 
House to-day. Mr. Enloe asked the Commis- 
sioner if his daughter was Gropped from the 
rolls of the Census Office or removed. 

Gen. Raum replied that no action in the 


matter was taken bythe Census Office. He 
was told this morning by the chief clerk of 
the office that she was still on the rdlls. 

Further questions were asked by Mr. Enloe 
in regard to the change of the Commission- 
er’s daughter from the Census Office to the 
Pension Office, but no new features were de- 
veloped, except thatthe Secretary of the In- 
terior had disapproved the recommendation 
for the appointment of Raum’s daughter as 
his private ey my & and that she would re- 
turn to duty at the Census Office. 

Mr. Enloe then turned nis inquiries toward 
the employment of Green B. Raum, Jr., in 
the Pension Office, and the witness said that 
the employment of his son was for the good 
of the service. 

He made no removal, he said, on account 
of differences in politics, but a few persons 
_ been discharged for offensive partisan- 
ship. 

**Did you see the President and ask him to 
intercede for yourself?’’ asked Mr. Enloe. 

**] would rather consult with my counsel 
before answering the question,’’ replied the 
witness, and thereupon he had a consuitation 
with Judge Payson. 

When the Commissioner returned to the 
stand he gave as his reason for asking Judge 
Payson’s advice that the matter was simply 
a question concerning the propriety of re- 
vealing the conversation with the President 
and the Judge considered it perfectly proper 
to repeat any conversation that passed be- 
tween himself and the President in regard to 
his (Raum’s) son. 

‘*Atthat time,’’ said the Commissioner 
‘*my son had made application to the bar of 
Interior Department, and I todk occasion to 
speak tothe President of the duties my son 
had performed while inthe Pension Bureau 
inan excellent and intelligént manner, and 
aisoin regard to the charges of corruption 
against him. denounced them 
to the President as untrue, and 
stated to him that I was will- 
ingtohave every employe in the office ex- 
amined. The $72 matter wasalso referred to 

nd linformed the President that my son 
was not custodian of the cash atthe Pension 
Bureau, but for temporary safe Keeping, 
money was sometimes put in a safe 
in his office. This charge made against 
my son,’’ continued the Commissioner, 
**I denounced to the President as an outrage. 
I then spoke to the President of the desire on 
the part of my son to be admitted to the bar 
of the Interior Department. I made no 
effort to have him reinstated to his former 
position, ashe did not desireit. The opp 
cation for admittance to the barof the Inte- 
rior Department was acted upon unfavorably 
by the department.*’ 

After recess Commissioner Raum again 
took the stand. Mr. Eniloe asked him if in 
his interview with the President he told that 
official there was a conspiracy against his 
(Raam’s) administration. Witmess replied 
that he did not know that he did at that 
particular time, but he did mention it 
sometime. 

**Did not the President give you authority 
to remove anybody in your office you saw 
fit?’’ continued Mr. Enloe. 

‘*No,’’ answered the witness, *‘I have no 
power to remove anyone, anditis not prob- 
—. the President said anything of the 

ind.’’ 

The witness could not recail an instance 
where the President told the Secretary of the 
Interior to act favorably on witness’ recom 
mendations in regard to discharges of cer- 
tain employes in the Pension Bureaa. Com 
missioner Raum told the committee why he 
recommended the discharge of several em- 
ployes of his office. 

Itappearedin an affidavit by one Eagle, 
which was read to the Commissioner, that 
he charged that Green B. Raum, Jr., was to 
receive through Theodore Smith $50 for se- 
curing the detail of H. C. Stover into the 
field as a special examiner. 

Mr. Raum also read several letters he ad- 
dressed to Secretary Noble recommending 
the discharge of B. M. Taylor,as being un- 
suitable to work in the pension office 
and of conspiring against bim ; 
aliso a  %\ietter recommending the dis 
charge of Engie and Howard on 
the ground that they had conspired to de- 
stroy the characterof Stover, the special 
examiner, by charging that Stover used im- 
proper means to secure his assignment to the 
field, and, in conspiring with others against 
him. The commissioner said their discharges 
were also recommended because they were 
untrustworthy and unfit for positions in the 
office. The charges affecting Stover were 
Genied under oath. 

Commissioner Raum’s charges against Tay- 
lor werethat he wasaman of very strong 

rejudices and purposely defeated the grant- 

ng of pensions; that he associated with ene- 
mies of the Pension Bureau, and that he con- 
Spired with others to ruin the reputation 
of the Commissioner. Witness stated 
that he never had any oof i his 
employes watched, did not know that it was 
ever done, nor did he know that a special 
examiner watched employes who associated 
with newspaper men. The Commissioner

DOES BLANCO LEAD? 


—,, 
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The Ex-Dictator of Venezuela Said to 
Be Heading a Revolt. 


PRESIDENT PALACIO’S METHODS TO PER- 
PETUATE HIS POWER. 


Chief Incidents in the Remarkable Career 
of Guzman Blanco—How He Built Upa 
Fabulous Fortune and What He Did for 
the Country—Palacio May Follow Dr. 
Rojas Paul 


New Yorx, March 19.—Dispatches from 
Caracas, givingan account of a revolution 
in Venezuela, in which a battle has been 
fought between the insurgents and the gov- 
ernment forces, are not wholly credited by 
merchants here who havea large trade with 
that country and who have correspondents 
at the Venezuelan capital. 

The statement that Guzman Blanco is at 
the head of the revolt is regarded as not 
probable, though the Tormer Cictator is still 
highly regarded by many of the people. 

A gentieman here who has recently re- 
turned from Caracas says Blanco has the 
means and understands bow to employ them 
to successfully conduct a revolt against 
Palacio, who, he says, is very unpopular. 

Palacio bas had a singie ambition since his 
elevation to the Presidency, and that has 
been the perpetuation of his power. He has 
stooped tothe viiest intrigues and conspir- 
acy to accomplish this object. He is possessed 
of a certain dogged strength, more or less the 
result of a perception dulled by brandy, aad 
with the army and the treasury in his hands, 
itis impossible to say what he will door 
what will be the issue. The Constitution has 
already been devised to provide that after 
bis present term the President may be re- 
elected. His scheme is to have himself de- 
clared a President pro tempore, the period of 
that incumbency to be regarded es an inter- 
regnuni, and then to secure a new election. 

She national election was to have been 
held on Feb. 10, but the President saw fit to 
postpone it until Feb. 20, and before that date 
came a further postponement was made. 
These postponements were made, itis gen- 
erally thought, because the Government 
forces were not in proper fighting trim. 

There is evidence of a desire on the part of 
Palacio to emulate Dr. Rojas Paul, his imme- 
diate predecessor. While Paul was President 
he bad a matter ding in Congress of great 
interest to him , and when the Legislators 
showed a Gisposition to vote against him he 


GUZMAN BLANCO’S CAREER. 

The supposed leader of the revolution, Gur- 
man Bianco, has an interesting record in 
Venezuela. ‘He is a man of Gash, forces and

peso if he departed in the small- 
est particular from the execution of Guz- 
man’s will. The result was twenty years of 
peace, during which Venezuela was allowed 
to develop her splendid stores of mineral and 
agricultural wealth subject to no other 
plunderer than Guzman himself. In these 
twenty years Guzman put by forarainy day 
$20 ,000 ,000 or $40,000,000. But if he did well by 
himseif, in certain particulars he did well by 

is country also. He buiit railroads, he 
established schools, he erected splendid 
public buildings, he made Caracas a city of 
much beauty. He allowed other people to 
get rich without too severe an exaction upon 
their capital and industry and, better than 
all else, he killed off a numerous body of 
political rascais. 

HOW BLANCO FELL. 

He did not entirely fall at first, and when 
he went out of power it is doubtful if he un- 
derstood that he had fallen atall. He named 
his successor in the person of Dr. Rojas 
Paul, who undoubtedly went into the Pres!- 
dency upon the distinct understana that 
he should retire in Guzman’s favor at the end 
of his legal term of office. This understand- 
ing Paul conveniently forgot, and Guzman 
having gone to Paris, Paul, who had ability 
too, consolidated his strength and con- 
trived to persuade his great rival 
that it was best for him to remain 
abroad. The Constitution of Venezuela, 
revised by Guzman to secure his timely suc- 
cession, forbadetoany President a second 
term. So when Paul retired, which he only 
did in deference to an ominous revolutionary 
cloud that sprang up before him at the end 
of his term, he selected as hig successor the 
present executive, Palacio, whom he re- 
garded as ofall men the least likely to be 
ableto develope nai strength. The 
same understanding that had existed be- 
tween Guzman and ul undoubtedly existed 
between Paul and Palacio, but as Paul disap- 
pointed Guzman, 60 Paiacio contrived to dis- 
appoint Paul. 

The personal power of the Executive 
is founded on bribery. He makes it to 
every body’s interest to sustain him. Having 
gotthe army in shape, it is easy to get 
every body elise in shape, if not with money, 
then with bayonets. Paiacio had been in 
office only a few months when Paul, with a 
degree of amazement only equalied by his 
vexation, found it necessary suddenly to de- 
part for Trinidad, where be has since lived 

exile.

While 
it is a little early, considering the cold 
weather, foran active demand for outlying 
and suburban home sites, there has, never- 
theless, been a great deal doing in the sale of 
residence lots inside the city limits, and soon 
as it becomes warmer and the mud dries up 
so that such properties may be more agree- 
ably examined, a vast amount of business 
will doubtless be done in that line.

A review of the horses now in training in 
various parts of the country shows a remark- 
able list of big winners still in service, there 
being no less than fortv-three performers 
that have won $25,000 and over in their turf 
careers that are amongthe probable starters 
the coming season.

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FROM PULPIT TO PRIZE-RING. 


CURIOUS CAREER OF BILLY FRAZIER, WHO IS 
NOW LOOKING FOR A MATCH, 


Boston, Mass., March 19.—The lightweight 
pugilistic championship of New England is 
now held by a man who Is entitled to put 
**Rev.’’ before his name. First a boxer, 
then a clergyman, and now a fighter once 
more, Rev. William Frazier, better Known 
as Billy Frazier, is well known to the 
sports of the Hub, the fistic as well as the 
literary center of New England, as a hard 
hitter, a clever ring general and a heady 
fighter. 

A few years ago he was known asthe cham- 
pion light-weight of the world. Then he 
**got religion,’’ renounced the ring and 
turned his talents to use in ths pulpit. 
Wearying of that he has again cast his dicer 
into the roped circle, and by whipping Jimmy 
Murray in New Bedford the other night in 
twelve rounds, he became $500 richer in this 
world’s goods and won the title of champion 
of New England in his class. now lives in 
Somerville, one of the suburbs of Boston, 
and is yearning for more ‘‘pugs’’ to conquer. 

His first experience in life was as a sailor, 
and the rough treatment he received aboard 
ship prompted him to take sparring lessons 
asa means of self-defense. He, however, 
soon developed such surprising ability as a 
boxer that almost before he knew whither he 
was drifting he becamea professional. He 
had a score or more of battles with the best 
men in hisclass, and by way of variety he 
threw in an occasional contest with 
such famous men as Dempsey, La Blanche 
and others in the middle- weight class. 

He was a small manto engage with men 
out of his class, for he stands but5 feet 2 in 
his stockings, and in condition en only | 
126 pounds. He gradually drifted into a 
hew field, and was engaged as boxing in- 
structor and teacherof physical culture in 
several institutions of learning. The students 
of Williston seminary, Exeterand Andover 
Academies, Amherst, Willlams, Wesleyan 
and Harvard have in turn come under his 
care. His relations with.men of culture had 
a marked effect upon him, The intellectual 
characteristics of his ancestors began to 
develop and he began a course of 
méhtal , training and worked away 
at it as faithfully as he ever 
trained for a fight. Assisted .by both 
Students and professors, his progress was 
rapid and thorough. His inherited instinct, 
for a battle with his fellows fell into the back- 
ground, and were displaced by the intel- 
lectual faculties. His studies assumed a re- 
ligious turn, and his whole religious nature 
was soon aflame. As he was still a teacher of 
boxing, and liable to be called upon at any 
time to be matched fora prize-fight, he was 
in aquandary as to the course he ought to 
pursue. 

The religious zealof his Scottish ancestors 
was brought out afresh in him, and he be- 
came absorbed in the study of theology. 
Everythingat all related to his careeras a 
pugilist was repudiated and put away. Hun- 
dreds of dollars’ worth of jewelry, valuable 
medals and trophies were either sold or given 
away. Ali that he kept that could remind 
him of his pugilistic life wasa watch that 
had been given-to him by the students of 
Wesleyan University. 

As a preacher ‘‘the fighting parson’’ wasa 
success. He identified himself with the Sec- 
ond Adventists, and was a member of a 
church of that faith in Somerville. He spoke 
extemporaneously, but he prepared his ser- 
mons with greatcare. For the past year and 
a half, just before his recent engagement-at- 
arms inthe prize ring, he occupieda pulpit 
ina church in Tremont, this State. During 
the cuurse of his ministry he greatly endeared 
himself tothe people. 

It was the dread of the shock he felt sure it 
would give to his parishoners that deterred 
him from returning to the prize ring before 
he did. Frazier gave two reasons for leaving 
the ministry. One was that his religious 
views had changed and he found himself out 
ofsympathy with the doctrines advocated 
by his brethren. The other was the matter of 
fact one that there was more money in prize 
fighting. He wantstoamass a competence 
and then devote the rest of his life to studious 
pursuits. 

Frazier was married when he was quite 
young. He now has two children—one a 
very pretty girl of 15, now in her second year 
in the high school, and the other a brightand 
handsome boy a few years younger. Mrs. 
Frazier has always faithfully followed her 
husband’s fortunes no matter whether they 
followed her own inclinations or not. 

He is looking fora match. From the prize 
ring tothe pulpit would be enough for most 
men; but here is a man who has deliberately 
taken up pugilism again as a means to 
enable him to pursue his theological studies,

CONGRESSMAN JOHN DEWITT WARNER 
DEFINES THE POLITICAL DOGMA. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 

To adopt the definition of one of the ablest 
defenders of ‘*Protection,’’ the Philadelphia 
American, Aug. 7, 1884: 

**A protective duty has for its object to effect the 
diversion of a part of the capital and the labor of the 
people out of thechannels in which it would run 
otherwise, into channels favored or created by law. 
**‘A country may collect its entire revenues by 
duties on imports, and yet, be an entirely free trade 
country, so long as it does not lay those duties in 
such away as to lead any one to undertake any em- 
ployment, or make any investment, he would avoid 
in the absence of such duties,’’ 

In other words, free trade means non-inter- 
ference onthe part of government with the 
business affairs of its citizens. ‘*Protection’’ 
involves the extension of governmenial pow- 
ers to interfere with what its citizens would 
otherwise do. It is proposed to cénsider how 
far such interference is justified, 

It must be understood at the outset that 
the question of interference for the sake of 
‘*protection’’ is the one, and theonly one, 
here assumed as material. So far as tariffs 
are used as a means of taxation alone, while a 
discussion of the desirability even of this wil] 
be necessary in view of the extent to which 
protectionists have attempted to com. 
bine this attempt with their own, 
yct the two questions are essentially 
distinct. However eligible taxes may be as 
an alternative to worse evils, their payment 
isa burden. Incivilized governments, how- 
ever, the question is not one of taxation or 
non-taxation, but of the method by which 
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bring them home. And so far as they operate 
upon the foreigner, they simply prevent him 
from doing something that we want him to 
do. For be does not bring his goods here to 
compel us to buy them. Neither Is any ‘‘pro- 
tection’’ needed to enabie us to avoid Duying 
them if we do not want to. It is needed and 
effctive only sofar as it keeps us from being 
supplied with something we do want to buy— 
revents us from doing what we want to do— 
na republic like ours this 1s self-denial by 


law.

TROUBLES IN BRAZIL. 


Another Governor Depcosed—Thres En- 
glishmen Outrageously Treated. 


NEW YorE, March 19.—A Rio Janeiro cor- 
respondent furnishes the following: 

Gen. Clarindo De Querroz, Governor of 
Ceara, has at last been deposed. Some days 
ago the general government, in conformity 
with the suggestion of the Commander of the 
Secona Military District, and with that of the 
Directors of the Ceara Military School, gave 
orders forremoving the One Hunared and 
Tenth Battalion of Infantry from the 


capital to Maranguepe. which is about 
eighteen miles istant. As soon 
as the battalion left the city, 
the Governor’s enemies resolved to attack 
him. The cadets of the- military school 
formed the principal nucleus of the insur- 
gent forces. They were aided by armed 
civilians, and it seems thatthe artillery be- 
longing tothe garrison and the marines of 
the gunboat Bracaunot also took part against 
the Governor, who intrenched himself at his 
Official residence with his police force and 
with 200 men, who had been brought from 
the interior by two prominent politicians. 

The fight commenced at about 6 o’clock p. 
m., With a skirmish between the cadets and 
the mounted police. The latter were driven 
back, and the Insurgents then marched on 
the official residence of the Governor, which 
at the same time was bombarded by the ar- 
tillery. The fighting was kept up all night, 
and on the 17th at 7a. m. the Governor Capi- 
tulated. The number killed on both sides is 
estimated at thirty-five. In many parts of 
Brazil the news of the bombardment of the 
Governor’s residence and neighboring houses 
has caused a very bad _ impression. 
the miunicipal government of Ouro Preta 
(capitol of Minas Geraes) has placed on record 
a protest against the act as barbarous and 
unworthy of civilized people. Many persons 
are expecting atany moment a revolution- 
ary outbreak inthis city, and the Govern- 
ment also seems toexpect it, for both the 
land and the sea forces are held in readiness 
during a greater part of the time.

Gen. Almerda Barreto, whom some persons 
regard as the man upon whom Da Fonseca’s 
mantle will fall, published some days ago an 
article complaining that his Se, <7 are con- 
stantly dogged by police sples. He says that 
he will hold President Peixotto’s Govern. 
ment responsible for the consequences of this 
espionage. 

Gen. Peixotto has recently changed his 
residence many times, and his enemies say 
he does it witha view of facilitating his es- 
Cape in case ofa revolution. 

Gen. Da Fonseca is said to be quite ill. 

The treatment of E. Basham, D. McNaught 
and James M. Templeton by the police is 
creating a good dealof excitement. They 
are young Englishmen and were employed in 
an English bank. ‘They were arrested be- 
cause one of them was wearinga mask on the 
street and since that time they have been 
subjected toa number of outrages which may 
provoke trouble with Great Britain. 


MEXICAN NOTES. 

Ciry oF MEXxIco, March 19.—The American 
and Japanese Ministers have arrived here.

How Canada Deals With the Progress- 
ive Indians. 


ON SATISFACTORY RECOMMENDATION 
THEY WILL BE ENFRANCHISED. 


Letters Patent for Land Granted After 
Three Years Probation—Bonds Given 
for Celibacy—‘‘Treating’’—The Tax 
Question at Present Agitating British 
Columbia. 


MONTREAL, March 19.—Quitea surprise was 
in store for the members of the Dominion, 
from the Province of British Columbiain the 
proclamation which was published in the offi- 
cial Canada Gazette,extending the provisions of 
the franchise clauses of thie Indian act to the 
Indians of their province, where the redskins 
are rather numerous. They went to the 
leaders Of the government and asked why 
such a thing had been done without 
their having been consulted, From what they 
learned at headquarters they have come to 
the conclusion that the missionaries are at 
the bottom of the scheme. They fumed and 
raged tor several hours and threatened to 
vote dead against the Government; but, one 
oftheir number having suggested that they 
should read the wording of the proclama- 
tion, a copy of the Gazette was 
sent for, and when the official edict 
had been perused their dissatisfaction was 
somewhat allayed. They found that the 
move was not such a bad one after all; that 
it would, On the contrary, prove an excellent 
incentive to the Indians to enter upon the 
paths of civilization and progress. By 
the terms of the law § tbree years 
must elapse before the Indians of 
British Columbia will be qualified 
to vote.The proclamation states that the Gov- 
ernor-in-Council, being of opinion that the 
bands of indians in the province are suffi- 
ciently far advanced to admit of their becom- 
ing enfranchisedjunder the Indian act, ‘‘if, 
after serving the term required by law they 
are found to be qualified therefor.’’ The act 
provides that an Indian over 21 years 
of age, desiring to become en- 
franchised, Shall obtain a§ certificate 
from the agent of his band that he has been 
for five years a person of good moral char- 
acter, temperate and of sufficient intelligence 
to be qualified to hold land in fee simple; that 
a certificate be submitted to the council of 
the band, which, if approved, is to be sent 
to the Superintendent-General, who shall, if 
satisfied with the evidence, grant the dppil- 
cant a location ticket for the land occupied 
by him. 

The Indian must then serve a probation- 
ary term of three years, at the expiration of 
which he is tobe granted letters patent for 
his land, and having chosen a name by 
which he will thenceforth be known, will 
be entitled to the franchise and be relleved 
ofall disabilities which have previously 
distinguished him from the other subjects of 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria. 

A TAX QUESTION. 

Efforts are being made-to induce the British 
Columbia Legislature to rescind the mort- 
gage tax, which, it is claimed, bears heavily 
on the most enterprising and progressive 
portion cf the community. It seems a some- 
what stupid tax to impose, for it is clear that 
if the property itself is taxed and also any 
debj due on the same property taxed again, 
it is double taxation. It is certainly inju- 
dicious to scare away capital, especially ina 
new and struggling district. The result of 
the imposition is that some persons who 
reside outside the province but have mort- 
gages on property there are selling such 
property as fast as they can. 


TREATING A CRIME, 


A PECULIAR RECOMMENDATION OF A CANADIAN 
GRAND -JURY. 


STRATFORD, Ontario, March 19.—Temper- 
ance orators and temperance workers are 
continually protesting against the practice of 
treating, on the ground that it leads to ex- 
cess in drinking. The Grand-jury at the as- 
Sizes here have made a presentment recom- 


mending that treating be made a penal of- 
fense. such an act would be interfering with 
the liberty of the subject’ with a vengeance, 
and itis hardly Mkely thatany body of sane 
men would seriously consider such a recom- 
mendation.

The Remarkable Business Record of a 
Kansas Congressman’s Wife. 

WINFIELD, Kan., March 19.—If the Hon. B. 
H. Clover succeeds in getting re-elected to 
Congress, he will find at the close of his sec- 
ond term that the $19,000 mortgage on his 
1,600-acre farm in Cowley County has been 
cancelled and a comfortable bank account 
has also been added to hiscredit. His salary 
as Congressman will not doit, but the repre- 
sentative he left behind him in the person of 
Mrs. Clover is responsible for the happy 
change in the financial situation of the erst- 
while calamity howler, Mrs, Clover at the 


present time is about the most widely 
talked-of woman in the State, She is 
the pet of the Third Comgressional District, 
and if universal suffrage comes with the 
vther political changes in this State she will 
ooceay be forced into the gubernatorial 
chair, 

Congressman Clover came to Kansas in the 
spring of 1871 and settled in Cowley County. 
In the early days he proved himself an expert 
landgrabber, and soon secured some 1,600 
acres of the best land fn Kansas. 

Then Mr. Ciover began farming on a large 
scale and made a dismai failure of the 
venture. His magnificent farm went to rack, 
the plows and reapers wers left to make 
roosting places for the birds and the elements 
played sad havoc with them. Neighbors of 
the Congressman even declare that his corn- 
cribs were sé poorly constructed that the rain 
beat down and ruined his crop before the ex- 
pected rise in the market ever came and 
everything about the old homestead was 
going to the dogs. : 

When twoof his grown sons left for Okla- 
homa affairs were in sucha bad way that 
Mr. Clover concluded that the iniquitous leg- 
islation was responsible for it all, and he left 
the Republican party and joined the Allil- 
ance. He was elected President of this or- 
ganization, but still continued to manage the 
farm, which had Deen plastered with mort- 
gages for all it would stand. Mrs. 
Clover up to _ this time had con- 
tented herself with looking after the 
chickensandthe garden. Mr. Clover had 
the finest chickens and the best garden in the 
county, but aithoyzgbh be appeared industri- 
ous enough the farm itself wouid rot meet 
the interest and the taxes. It was at this 
the Cowley County farmer received the Alli- 
ance nomination for Congress. His wife en- 
couraged his ambition and announced her 
willingness to look after it. 

‘**You can take it,’” said Mr. Cloverto his 
wife, ‘‘and do the best you’ know how. If 
things get very much worse, we’ll let them 
foreclose and we wili move to town.’’ 

Mrs. Clover does not look like a farmer’s 
wife. She is always nattily dressed, has a 
much better education than :.lher husband, 
and is aleader in the society of her neigh- 
borhood. Ars. Clover isa trifle taller than 
her husband. Heis portly, sheisspare. Mr. 
Clover isa slow thinker and a slow talker. 
Mrs. Clover thinks quickly and acts 
promptly. When Mr. Clover entered upon 
his canvass the crops were all in the ground, 
but had not been cultivated, With the as- 
sistance of the younger son, who remained at 
home, and two hired hands, Mrs. Clover 
undertook to cultivate and harvest the crops. 
The wheat yield and the corn crops were 
fair, and they were carefully harvested 
and housed. Mrs. Clover expended her sur- 
plus in {mproving the farm and building out- 
houses for the agricultura]) implements. It 
was the management of the farm in 1891 that 
told on the financial standing of the Clovers. 
Mrs. Clover planted the crops, cultivated 
them, harvested and sold them, In addition 
to paying the taxes and interest on thse mort- 
gages, she paid all the mortgage indebted- 
ness except $5,000, which bore an easy rate of 
interest, and which can easily be paid with 
anything like a suecessful crop year in 1892. 

Mrs. Clover did not wisi to accompany her 
husband to Washington, She confided to one 
of her neighbors that Mr. Clover had sent her 
$2,000 out of his salary, which had been ap- 
plied to meeting their indebDtedness. Mrs. 
Clover never asks for credit with the mer- 
chants of this town, and has settied bills of 
long standing. In her purchases she is 
hardly what the merchants call a ‘‘shrewd 
trader,’’ as she does not haggle over prices 
or question the veracity of tie store clerks. 


IN THE SOUTHWEST. 


An Instance of How Indians Enforce 
Their Laws—Territory Topics. 
Panis, Tex., March 11.—A striking instance 
of how Indians enforce their laws comes 
from the Choctow Nation, Two years ago 
Jackson Fletcher, a full-blood, went to the 
house of Simyon Rowe and called him into 
the yardand then shot him to death. He 
then rode off yelling that he was a 
man. About a year later he was 
arrested. Last August he was tried 
and condemned to be shot. An 


appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, and 
the decision of the lower court affirmed. The 
date of his execution was fixed for Oct. 30, 
1891. He was placed in charge of a guard, 
and two days before the execution he es- 
caped, leaving word that he was coming to 
this city, where there wasa charge of assault 
to murder against himin the Federal Court. 
He never came here, and nothing has been 
heard of him untila few days ago, when it 
transpired that he was living at Wappan- 
neka in the Chickasaw Nation, about twenty- 
five miles from the scene of the murder com- 
mitted by him. 

There are still several thousand Cherokees 
in North Carolina and thereis a probability 
of them all moving Westand casting their lot 
with the bulk of thetribe that came out in 
the 30’s. Incasethey doit will reduce the 
a lotment of land to about one hundred acres 
per capita. 

The Cherokees are the most progressive 
and best educated people of the five civilized 
tribes of Indians. In that nation there are 
100 primary schools with over three thousand 
children in attendance. The male and female 
seminaries at Tahiequah cost over $309,000. 
They are handsome bnildings and thoroughly 
fitted up in every respect.

A YOUTHFUL NORCROSS. 


A Boy of 15 Imitates the Methods of the 
Russell Sage Dynamiter. — 


New York, March >.—The identity of thé 
writer of the anonymous letters threatening 
Mrs. Philip Cassidy of Fishkill with death by 
dynamite if she did not comply with a de- 
mand for $20,000, was disclosed to-night. 

John Edward Kent, a@ 15-year-old prodigy in 
knickerbockers, coolly said he did it fora 
‘*bluff.’’ Then he told a series of stories 
which proved him an accomplished Har. 
Kent had a confidant in Harry Theal, an 
older boy, but one whom it is evident Kent 
had influenced. 

This event is the direct outcome of the at- 
tack upon Russell Sage by Norcross. Kent 
was greatly interested inall the details of 
that event. He induced Theal to read about 
it. The boys thought they could get money 
the same way, and swore toeach other with 
bravado that they would not blow themselves 


up either. 

**Eddie’’, Kent, as he is known, wrote the 
first letter, and then told Thea! what he had 
done. The letter demanded $20,000, and Mrs. 
Cassidy was directed to publisii in a local pa- 
per the words ‘‘All right, consent,’’ if she 
agreed. This letter was written Feb. 14, and 
on Washington’s birthday was iollowed by 
another, which said: ‘*Your husband was as 
bad a villain as lam, and lam pretty bad.’’ 

Money or blood was demanded and $10in 
silver ordered placed at once directly under 
the bridge in front of the wooden house, on 
the corner of Spring and Beacon streets. 
Two weeks later another letter came, which, 
besides the usual threats, said: 

If you defy me, hang a red tablecloth on the 
clothes line. If you do not defy me, hang a white 
cloth or sheet on the line. 

The letters were given to the family attor- 
ney, who consulted with Postmaster Specht. 
Deputy Sheriff Walter Bell was called into 
the case and has conducted aclever search. 
Since the last letter was posted the mail box 
in the post-office has been continually 
watched by Bell and the Postmaster. The ad- 
dress of each letter was carefully examined 
before the one who left it left the office. Just 
before closing last Wednesday night half a 
dozen letters were mailed at almost the same 
time. One was addressed to the New York 
WORLD in a handwriting unmistakably iden.- 
tical with that sent to Mrs. Cassidy. ‘The en- 
velope was the same. It went to the circula- 
tion department of that newspaper and men- 
tioned the name of ‘‘Mr. John E. Kent’’ in 
connection with some inconsequential mat- 
ters about street sales of papers. 

‘‘mMr.’’ John E. Kent was found to be a 
precocious lad in Knickerbockers, He is the 
son of James Kent, an engineeron the New 
York & New England Ratiroad. The house is 
on Beacon street, directly opposite Mr. Cas- 
sidy’s home. The wash line on which signals 
were to be hung can be plainly be seen from 
the young rascal’s window, ® was upstairs 
when a reporter called.

’93, of Brvoklyn. In speaking of the details or 
starting the enterprise Mr. Bell said to-night 
that, ‘‘Every article of the provisions is to be 
purchased from special dealers in New York 
and Jersey City. Our first installment of 
meat, consisting of many barrels of chicken, 
turkey and the best of roasts and hip beef, 
cost us $400. Our first grocery Dall footed up 
$500, and our china ware purchased in 
Trenton cost more than $300. Our 
thirty waiters are for the most part from 
Princeton, and have had experience in wait- 
ing on private clubs. The French chef and 
his fourassistants are from New York. The 
steward, Mr. A. N. Samson of New York, 
who has had experience in one of the largest 
of the city hotels in Iike capacity for a num- 
ber of years, has entire charge Of all the cul- 
inary arrangements.’’ 

The quarters for the club are in University 
Hall, on the corner of Nassau street and Uni. 
versity place. Ranges, store-rooms, refriger- 
ators and a laundry have been arranged in 
the basement. In the hall where the big 
varsity dances are held the tables are fur- 
nished. Adjoining the dining-room will bea 
drill-room and also a Dilllard-room, which 
will be fitted up with tables by the liberality 
ofsome of the pny ote The club hasa 
contract to supp y a banquet to Clio Hall on 
March 11, and will probably furnish the 
alumni dinner in June. The arrangements 
of University Hall are admirably adapted to 
the use$oftheclub. It is through the inter- 
est of Prof. Libby that the use of these por- 
tions of the building could be obtained. §S0 
far as is known, the present arrangement has 
no exact parallel in any other institution. 
The managers of the concern promise a bDet- 
ter quality of board than is now given at the 
$6 and $7 eating-clubs in town. Their ability 
to fulfil their promise has so far been justified 
by the grade of fare furnished. The club has 
been in operation abouta week, but is just 
now getting its affairs well in shape. 

The hall used for the dining-room will ac- 
commodate something less than three hun- 
dred students, and at present Is crowded to 
its utmost capacity... it is propeess to en- 
large the floor room at an eariy date and, 
under the new arrangement, between 400 and 
500 hungry collegians can be accommodated 
three times dally. The best of order is pre- 
served by the big crowd of diners at meais, 
and smoking in the quarters of thé cldb is 
prohibited.

Not simply the trivial ones of 
social life, a few of which we have noticed, 
but the more important functions of church 
and State are all performed ina manner at 
Variance with ourown. Tradition has ever 
been sacred to the English; our icono- 
clastic forefathers were the exceptional 
few who survived its tyranny, and 
so sought freedom from it in the wWwest- 
ern wiiderness; and to minds revolting from 
ecclesiastical despotism it was easy to slip 
away from all tradition and mark out for 
themselves new paths, not only religious, but 
political and social.

JOHN RUSKIN’S CORRESPONDENCE WITH 
HOWELL ABOUT CRUIKSHANK. 


Selected for the SuNDAY POST -DI SPATCH. 

The following selection of letters written 
by Mr. John Ruskin’ to Mr. Charlies Augustus 
Howell, who, towards the end of 1865, be- 
came Mr. Ruskin’s factotum, have just been 
given out for publication. 

The lover of Ruskinian pvhilosophy or 
Ruskinian polemics will search in vain in 
these letters for startling disputation, 
original assertion, vigorous denunciation, 
or quaint confession, such as may be looked 
for, and seldom with disappointment, in Mr. 
Ruskin’s pubife utterances. But what he 
will ind is ofa different order—and therein 
lie the charm and originality of the series. 
He willsee Ruskin, the worker, as he acts 
away from the eyes of 
Ruskin, the epistolographer, when the 
eventuality of the printing press is 
not for the moment before him; 
Ruskin the good Samaritan, ever gentile and 
open handed when true need and a good 
cause Make appeal to his tender heart; Rus- 
kin the employer, considerate, generous—an 
ideal master. He willalso find something of 
Ruskin the valetudinarian and Ruskin the 
humorist. In short, he willfind the Sage of 
Coniston as he was behind the scenes with- 
out the eye of the world upon him, and as 
the conditions of his work and method of life 
disclosed him to his intimates. With these 
few words of introduction we proceed with 
the selection of the letters, though, indeed— 
as with Mme. de Sevigne’s pottie of straw- 
berries—it has been a difficult task to choose. 

[17th Mav, 1865}. 

My DEAR HOWELI—It isa great pleasure to me 
to be able to assist you a little; and a greater to hear 
that your cousin is likely to be benefited by any 
effort fyou can makefor her.

At this time George Cruikshank was in 
severe straits and his friends not for the only 
time in his life were bethinking themselves 
how they might ald him. Ruskin, at this 
time, too, was considering how he might giid 
his charity in a commission involving the 
issue ofa fairy book for children with the 
great etcher’s illustrations; but meantime 
other kindnesses engaged his attention. 

A fortnight later he writes:

The reader should here be reminded that 
for Cruikshank’s plates to Grimm’s Fairy 
Tales Ruskin has ever expressed the most 
unbounded admiration. ‘‘If ever,’’ he wrote,

Grimm’s ‘German Stories,’ which were 
(illustrated by George Cruikshank long ago, 
pounce upon them instantly; the etchings in 
them are the finest things next to Kem- 
brandt’s, that, as far asI know, have been 
done since etching was invented.’’ It was 
not only the simplicity and directness of 
them that extorted Ruskin’s praise, Dut 
particularly the high merit of his etched line.

ART IN NEW YORK. 


COMING SALE OF THE AMERICAN ART 
ASSOCIATION—NEW PICTURES. 


Special Correspondence SCNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, March 16.—The most im- 
portant event announced for April is 
the sale of all the. possessions of the Amer- 
ican Art Association of Madison Square. 
I believe that the firm, which is simply a firm 
of dealers despite its incorporation undera 
high-sounding name, will not be dissolved, 
but the death of one of its members necessi- 
tates this sale, and it will bring outa multi- 
tude of good things which have been well 
known to connoisseurs, but not tothe general 
public. We need not give full credit to the 
assertion that half of the 200 pictures are 
**masterpieces by the most celebratedartists 
of this century.’’ But the association cer- 
tainly owns many excellent modern paintings 
and alsoa very good Rembrandt, the por- 
trait ofa young man buckling on his armor. 
In addition to the pictures there will be an 
immense number of works of Oriental art, 
a large collection of Louis Seize snuff-boxes, 
watches and so forth, and fine specimens of 
Italian and Chippendale furniture—some 
six thousand articlesin all. 

The March exhibition of the Union League 
Club was very good, but many of the pic- 
tures came from local studios and will prob 
ably be seen again at one of the spring ex- 
hibitions, and as the others were lent by 
dealers they can be better described when I 
have seen them again. Very good things 
ought not to be judged by the appearance 
they make atthe Union League Club, where 
the galleries are artificially Mghted. There 
will be only one more exhibition at the club 
this season. Water-colors will then be 
shown. 

The Society of American Artists announces 
that at its exhibitionin May the Webb prize 
of $200 will be awarded as usual for the best 
landscape, and also that the new Shaw fund 
prize of $1,000 will ‘‘be devoted for the first 
time to the purchase of one figure composl- 
tion painted in oil by an American artist.’’ 
As this picture will be selected by the so- 
ciety’s jury the award will in so far be In the 
nature of a prize, but, more accurately 
speaking, it willbe purchase money, for the 
picture is to become Mr. Shaw’s property; 
and ifa figure-pieceis of large size $1,000 Is 
not a very prize like price. However, the 
artist will enjoy the distinction of being ap- 
proved by his mates, and will sell a picture 
which otherwise might remain unsold, Mr. 
Shaw has hit upon an excellent plan for 
forminga good collection, and what Amert- 
can art needs most just now Is an increase in 
the number of intelligent patrons. The 
supply of excellent American pictures is 
largely inexcess of the demand for them, 
and 1 am sure if there were the slightest 
chance that good work of a more ambitious 
sort than is now common would meet with 
practical encovragement we should quickly 
see it produced in surprising quantities. No 
artist likes best to paint small ‘‘salable’’ 
pictures only, orto make his living by illus- 
trating while his palette Hes on tite shelf; 
but this is what almost al) our clever painters 
are driven to for the lack of more patrons as 
intelligent as Mr. shaw. 


Eighty-nine pictures which belonged to the 
late Robert L. Cutting are to be sold by auc- 
tion at Chickering Hall on the evenings of 
the 22d and 23d. They are now on exhibition 
at the Fifth Avenue Art Galleries, where each 
jooks its very best, as the wall is not crowded 
and they have been arranged with a proper 
regard for contrasts and harmonies, Few of 
them are large and an unusual number are 
very small, but there is searcely any rubbish 
aipong them, and a number of works by 
members of the Spanish-Roman school give 
the coliection a certain individuality. 

Fortuny, the leader of this school, is not 
fully represented. Butnone of his produc- 
tions are unimportant,and a water-color ofa 
meiancholy Arabandtwo sympathetic dogs 
reveals his vigor of hand, though not his 
coloristic power, while the interest of a small 

ainting is increased by its history. It was 
bought by Mr. Cutting at a sale got up by 
the artists of Paristo help the sufferers by 
the great Chicago fire, but osefore it reached 
his home some one had seen fit to pass a 
sponge Over it, and asit was painted partly 
inolil, but partly in aquareile, Mr. Cutting 
gotonly the ghost of his gay Spanish in- 
terior. When he afterwards tookit back to 
Paris Fortuny retouched it, erasing two of 
the figures and putting in a new one, but he 
did not think it wise to attempt a complete 
restoration. Nevertheless the picture is not 
incomplete in any unfortanate sense. Though 
the back ground is vague the figures are not, 
and though tbe color is not Drilllant the tome 
is delightful. 

Boidini’s dashing and audacious touch and 
his comic verve, which might tempt a Puri- 
tan Father to make the acquaintance of the 
merry damsels whom he most often portrays, 
are excellently shown in a picture of two 
young women in fantastic Directotre dresses 
who are teasing acocKatoo. Every keen, 
bright tint that a very modern palette couid 
supply is worked into the foreground objects, 
and they are relieved against a background of 
vivid orange wall. Such audacity in color 
and in the management of the brash would 
make an old master stare, but with a very 
admiring kina of surprise. Not 60 striking 
but a! most more astonishing as a bit of tech- 
nique is a tiny water color by the same band, 
where a girl in bloe stockings ies on a sofa 
embroidering—doing her work, we teel sure, 
much more pleasantly than well. 
And in a third example Bol- 
aint has greatly satirized the proverbial 
French love of lazy, futiie angling. A bosky 
river bank, seen in tie pers ve, is 
with projecting poles; only the angier in the 
immediate foreground is visible, bul we know 
that all the others are as comfortable, bap 
and useless as the young lady on the sola. 

Mr. Cutting’s Zamacois has been made 

mt reproduction. Every- 
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broad and vigorous in emepe, 1 and the 
quiet scheme of color is enlivened by the very 
skilful introduction of a few bright notes. 
There is no better picture than this in Mr. 
Cutting’s collection, and I am not sure that 
there is another as remarkable. 

ihe four Rices are interesting to compare, 
as they illustrate different periods in the 
artist’s development. The most beautiful is 
the latest, which shows the exterior of a 
Spanish town, with many figures on the 
grass near the thick masses of an orange 
grove. Villegas is represented by a strong 
and clever little canvas—an Oriental armor: 
er’s shop, with two figures. And then, if we 
have had enough of the Spaniards, Beraud 
takes us back into the heart of Paris with an 
ne little picture of the Opera- house in 

‘inter. 

Volion is almost as superb as he was in Mr. 
Schaus’ ‘‘Pumpkin’’ ina rich-toned paint- 
ing of fruit and a gorgeous one of roses and 
cherries where a big red macaw tops the 
luscious heap. Among the landscapes, the 
most interesting, perhaps, isa rapid study of 
green follage by Daubigny, bought at the 
posthumous sale of his works. A Vibert is 
especially good for it is another early work 
and, yearsago, Vibert thought more of his 
painting than he does to-day and less of mak- 
ing people laugh by his subjects. It is hard 
to recognize his handin the charming lhar- 
mony of Diue and pink which forms the cos- 
tume of the buxom lass, or in the rich tone of 
the canvas as a whole. An Auguste Bon- 
heur, too, is exceptionally good—almost as 
iroyon inits portraiture ofa flock of sheep 
and its rendering of biue sky, dark blue sea 
and long low coastline.

The most interesting things I have seen for 
alongtime are some photographs recently 
sent irom Paris by Mr. McMonnies who, as 
everyone knows, was once a pupil of St. Gau- 
dens’ and, after St. Gaudens had refused the 
task, was commissioned to make the great 
fountain for the Chicago Fair Grounds. 

These photographs show the central fea- 
ture of the fountain partially complete—seven 
of the eleven figures which will compose it 
being finished andintheir piaces. The sab- 
structure isintheform of an ornate barge 
withan eagle’s head at the prow and 
a range of dolphins encircling its bulwarks, 
and on either side a horn of plenty emptying 

tselfeverthe edge. On the prow, with one 
foot planted well-in advance of the other, 
stands a winged figure, which we may call 
Victory, or Progress,or Success,or something 
of that sort, her chin uplifted, her right hand 
holding a trumpet near ber mouth and her 
left extended witha laurel wreath. Father 
Time, with his wings and his beard and his 
scythe, stands on the high poop steering the 
craft. Near him, along one of its sides 
stand four maidens, symbolizing the arts an 
sciences, and each wielding a great oar, 
which rests in a tall ornamental rowlock: 
and a similar series of four, not yet com- 
pleted, will hold the same positions on the 
other side. Between these two groups rises 
amassive pedestal with the national shield 
on its forward face. From this rises a sec- 
ond smaller pedestal, encircled by four 
children bearing garlands, and on this, high 
above the other figures, enthroned in a curule 
chair, sits America. Father Time and the 
children are nude; the Victory and the lat- 
eral figures are partially draped in thin, 
clinging garments, and the America is un- 
draped above the waist. 

The first thing that strikes us is the dig- 
nity, combined with great decorative effect- 
iveness, of the composition as a whole. The 
next is its freshness and spirit, its fire and 
‘*go,’’ Then we note the admirable treat- 
ment of the igures—their beauty of form and 
pose and the vigor and grace of their drap- 
eries, And finally we realize that in these 
classic-seeming figures Mr. McMonnies has 
been surprisingly original. He has expressed 
American nationality more clearly than it has 
ever before been expressed in purely idealistic 
art. Noone who has ever seen American 
women could mistake the birthplace of any 
of his women. Each ofthe six heads differs 
from all the others; buteachis a clear and 
strong portrayal of a genuine American 


ype. 
The four rowers are spirited and a - 
but the Victory is more remarkable. She is 
aaring, energetic and inspiring. There is 
youthful power and the ardor of life and 
progress in every line of her slight yet vigor- 
ous form and in ber nobie face, rightly con- 
ceived in a more serious mood than those of 
her less important companions. The blood 
runs so quickly in her veins that even the tips 
ofher outspread wings curl defiantly up- 
ward. And yet the most interesting fg- 
ureof allisthe America. With her feet on 
the globe she stts erect and alert but ver 

quiet, a torch proudly extended in her left 
hand and ber right arm lifted to rest on the 
high back of her chair. There is no need for 
her to exert herself. Everything its Deing 
done for her—all she has todo is to sit aloft 
and exult, toshow herself tothe world and 
go where victory and timeare conducting. 
The fame of her torch is biown by the wind 
of her swift advance, her draperies are 
swirled around her feetand a iong scarf 
floats out behind her. But she is impassive 
—a haughty young queen on her throne who 
knows that her people adore her and fears 
nothing whatsoever fromthe outer world. 
It may look if it will,and may criticise if it 
chooses, but it can’t stopher or hurt her, 
and she is very sure that it will not even try. 

This figure is just what oneof the crown- 
ing statues of a great nationaland interna- 
tional exhibition ought to be—an apotheosis 
of national pride. And yetits serenity and 
dignity are so great that it does not seem too 
self-assertive. 
of sculpture it is beautiful enough to d 
even those who care nothing for meanings in 
a work of art. 

But the best thing about this work of art is 
that no one will be able toignore or mistake 
its meaning. Nomatter how long we may 
dwell upon its effectiveness as a monumental 
decoration, So matter how much we may ad- 
mire it from the strictly sculptural point of 
view, its significance impresses and inter- 
ests us mostof all.

SOME RECENT ADDITIONS TO THE FUND 
OF GOOD LITERATURE. 


Betty Alden, the First-Born of the Purt- 
tans—The Bampton Lecture—Notes and 
News of New Booksand Literary Mat- 
ters. 


Betty Alden is not nearly so prominent in 
Mrs. Austin’s story as one would expect from 
the title. Myles Standish ts the center of in- 
terest and around him the action plays. Itis 
astory of wonderful power. There is a G@is- 
tinctness about Mrs. Austin’s style that is 
captivating, She is not only thoroughly sat- 
urated with information concerning Puritan 
New England, but she is thoroughly in love 
with it. Puritan lUfe and character are 
rendered with a candor and sympathy which 
ensure a faithful portraiture. The skill in de- 
picting character which the author has shown 
sO many times beforeis still more evident in 
this last product of her fancy. And this has 
the further meritof being perfectly true to 
the life ofthe time. It is strange that the 
rugged life of the Puritans has been the sug- 
gestion of 80 much that touches the imagina- 
tion. Yet itis so, and this little work ig not 
the least of the romances which ve 
been constructed out of the unromantic 
material of bleak old Plymouth Colony. Only 
true genius could find thetrue gold in such 
uLhpromising conditions. They areall here 
the sturdy ones, Standishand Bradford 
many more, and the sweet womanly charac- 
ters which we may be assured are not merel 
creations of the poétic imagination. s 
individuality is defined with subtlety and 
skill and puritanigsm is seen to be not stiff 
and hard and cold, but fall of love and weak- 
nesses and faults, just the qualities which 
“Se to testify toa humanity common to all 
times. Puritan New Englandcan be seen 
clearly and fully in this charming romance of 
Mrse. Austin’s.

**The Incarnation of the Son of God’’ com- 
prises the Bampton lectures for the year 1901 
delivered by Charles Gore. These were pro- 
vided for in the will of Rev. John Bampton,

LANGUAGE, TELLS OF THEIR ANTICS.

Many ofthe wonderful stories told about 
animals are not in keeping with known facts. 
Some of them are invented by travelers, who 
tell them to startle the unlearned; some are 
told by people who attribute higher motives 
to certain acts than they really deserve; 
gome are told to prove certain claims made 
by enthusiasts, and the truth upon which the 
story is founded is often stretched toa mere 
gauze. Many ofthem serve to illustrate the 
stupidity of observers, and others are in. 
structive as studies of human imagination 


and credulity. 

It is only natural that in pursuing my 
gearch for the language of animals I should 
come in contact with many stories which 
never venture into print. I shall only men- 
tion a case ortwo with which I have been 
afflicted and.this will serve to show that Job 


got off easy. : 

One man telis me of a sea tion which he 
saw that could say, ‘‘I am hungry, I want 
gome fish,’’ and this was uttered as distinctly 
a@s any human could speak. Another. sen- 
tence he could speak was ‘‘How is that for 


h?”’ 

Another tells me seriously of a dog that 

could say, ‘‘Oh, mamma, I want some 
bread.’’ Alady assured me of herfaith in 
my theory that animals talk, and reminded 
me thatthe Bible says that ‘‘Balaam’s ass 
talked back at him.’’ In some cases I have 
been edified by recasts of some of #Msop’s 
fables wnich coula be identified even in their 
new garb. 
Now, I believe that all animals have some 
form of speech, but none but the most sub- 
lime stupidity could fura moment suppose 
that they attempt to converse in human 
speech. 

Parrots, magpies and similar species of 
birds bave been taught to utter certain 
sounds of human speech, but I know of no 
case where mammals have ever been taught 
such things with any degree of success, nor 
Go I think it possible for any animal to ac- 
quire human speech within the scope of one 
lifetime. But each kind of anima! has a form 
of speech suited to the plane of life to which 
it belongs and never, as a rule, attempts to 

the s bh of any other animal. 
A MONKEY STUDENT OF LANGUAGES. 

I know ofa few very remarkabie exceptions 
tothis rule. Under peculiar conditions one 
monkey acquired a single sound of another 
species of thesame genus, but such cases 
are exceedingly rare in my experience, and I 
do not know of any single case where such an 
attempt bas ever n made to cross the line 
into another genus. 

To assert that animals talk is no great ven- 
ture, for very few people doubt that; but the 
aim I have in viewts to define its limits of 
volume and degree and find the way into 
their mentallives. It must not be supposed 
thatat of speech which is suited to the 

lane 0 fe a monxkey occupies could embrace 

he ideas which come with and of a high state 
of civil and social culture. In the higher 
types of human speech there are thousands 
of words and ideas which cannot be trans- 
lated into savage tongues, because no savage 
ever had use for them and no savage tongue 
contains their equivalent. The growth of 
speech is always equal to the growtn of 
mind. Itis a mental product, and must be 
equal to the task of coining thoughts into 
words. It ts essential to all sociai order, and 
no community could survive as such witR- 
out it. 

It has been stated by travelersthat each 
tribe of monkeys have a leader, in whom 
great authority is vested and from whom 
there appears tobeno appeal. He devises 
the plans of attack upon an enemy, delivers 
all orders and leads in the execution of 
them. 

THE MONKEYS AND THE SNAKE. 

One traveler has told me of seeing an 
army of hundreds of monkeys In the valley 
ofthe Amazon. One of them had founda 
huge serpent,and on spreading the alarm the 
monkeys came from every quarter and as- 

embled around the snake. Very soon the 
leader approached the great reptile, who 
seemed to realize his danger, and as the 
leader attracted the attention of the snake 
another monkey sprang from some other di- 
rection and gave the snake a terrible bite and 
‘Was gone before he:could be harmed. As the 
poor reptile reached for his assallant another 
monkey attacked from the opposite side, and 
thus in quick succession one after another 
would assail him until they tortured and 
killed theirterrible victim and left him where 
he had fallen. My informant assures me that 
when they had assembled the leader uttered 
a loud cry, wnich was responded to almost in 
one unbroken chorus, and when they had 
destroyed theirenemy that a loud cry was 
uttered by them as they dispersed. There is 
every reason to credit the statement that 
these little creatures unite their forces to 
attack a strong foe, and that their precon- 
certed plans are intelligent and unique and 
differ in detafl as the conditions differ.

AN OLD NEWSPAPER. 


IT CONTAINS AN INTERVIEW WITH GEN, 
ANDREW JACKSON ON HIS CANDIDACY. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH: 

Preserved among old newspaper relics of 
the past, a friend has shown mea stray copy 
of the National Journal, published at Wash- 
ington, D. C., of which Peter Force was the 
editor and publisher. Mr. Force is known as 
the compiler of the American State Papers, a 
valuable collection, and was subsequently 
Mayor of Washington. The paper was issued 
tri-weekly, andthe copy referred to bears 
the date of Saturday, March 19 1825. 
It isa dingy-looking sheet of medium folio 
size. A glimpse at its contents gives us a 
vivid idea of the privation and disadvantages 
under which journalism was conducted at 
that perlod—with no telegraphs, expresses 
and railrcead communication, which did not 
then exist. The first paragraph notes the 
conspicuous absence of current news by a 
mention that ‘‘There was no mali received 
here yesterday from the north of Balti- 
more,’’ followed by an explanation that the 
cause ‘‘was owlng probably to the storm of 
Wednesday.’’ 

Considerable space is given to foreign ad- 
vices and the recognition by Great Britain 
ofthe South American republics. Nearly an 
entire pageis giventothe message of Vice- 
President Santander of Columbia, ‘‘charged 
with the Government to the Congress of 
1825.’” 

Coming to home affairs, there ts a column 
of decisions Dy the United States Supreme 
Court, presided over by Chief Justice John 
Marshal. Opinions were delivered by Justices 
Story, Thompson, Johnson and Washington. 
Daniel Webster, Wm. Wirt, Henry Clays, 
Wheaton, Key, Sergeantand Ogden figure as 
counsel. 

Nearly a page is devoted tothe publication 
of the laws just passed by Congress. Among 
the acts is ‘one for the continuation of the 
Cumberland road (turnpike, for the steam 
car was not yet invented) from Canton, in 
Ohio, opposite Wheeling, Va., to Zanesville 
on the Muskingum River; thence to be con- 
tinued from that point through the seats of 
government of Ohio, Indiaua and Illtnois to 
the permanent seat of government of the 
State of Missouri. Contempory history re- 
lates that President Monroe sentin an elad- 
orate document, with his reasons in op- 
position to the Dill One of these 
was the invasion of State rights, 
Singularly enough the measure was recom- 
mended by John ©. Calhoun, the embodi- 
ment of State sights, while acting as Secre- 
tary of War. Theroad after costing an ex- 
enditure ofover $6,500,000 got its quietus 
rom President Jackson’s veto of the Maye- 
ville and other roads, and never reaclied the 
confines of Missouri! During the same Con- 
gress Ohicago was not forgotten inthe deal, 
as shown by an act providing for the appoint- 
ment of a commissioner by the 
President to survey and locate 
a turnpike from Detroit inthe Michigan ter- 
ritory to Chicago in Illinots. Mention is made 
of the arrivai at New York of the packet ship 
Columbia, Dringing among its passengers 
John Franklin, Captain of the Royal Navy 
and Commander of the Land Arctic Expedi- 
tion; Dr. John Richardson, St. G. Back, all 
subsequently distinguished for arctic explor.- 
ers and the first named for the melancholy 
fate that attended his last expedition. 

Among the advertisements may bs noted 
that of Joseph Arny’s Washington confec 
tionery and fruit store on*Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and his store in Georgetown. The only 
interest in the matter is thata son clerked in 
the establishment who afterward became 
distinguished as Gov. Arny of New Mexico, 
and as Indian Superintendent, and who also 
made his mark in the tg, #4 of Bleeding Kan- 
sas. Gov. Arny left St. uis for England as 
agent of the Hyde claimants, involving mil- 
lions, and returning died suddenly at Law- 
rence, Kan. His character was unique, and 
he was known to many citizens of St. Louis. 

An interview is published with no lessa 
character than Andrew Jackson, a candidate 
for the Presidency, which was limited to 
newspaper circuletion only, and not pre- 
served in historical works. 

Tne interviewer was an old war comrade 
who met the General and his wife at a public 
house in Washington, Pa. He was on his 
way to take his seatin the Senate. The Gen- 
eral’s talk has a frankness that may be of 
interest tocompare with thatof the candi- 
dates of the present time now on the anxious 
seat. 

After the discussion of various political sub- 
jects the interviewer writes: 

‘*] spoke to the General of the presidential 
elections, and though, from principle, op. 
posed tohis elevation, congratulated him as 
a friend on his probable success. 

** *]’l) tell you how it is, my friend,’ said he. 
‘I find myself urged on by a popular current. 
Where it willleave me when the tide shall 
subside Icannot tell, nor do I much care. 
_?* sir, it is not in the human heart to resist 


‘*I remarked that at the time we stripped

- BERLIN'S BEDS, 


MURAT HALSTEAD CANNOT FIND A 


COMFORTABLE PLACE TO SLEEP. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DiIsPaTCnu. 

**Berlin is devouring territory in her im- 
perial growth, like New York, London and 
Chicago, and the Providence that has been 
said to provide great rivers for the great 
cities has neglected her. She does the utmost 
with her small streams, and I have not man- 
aged all the time to tell among the water- 
courses which is the river and which is the 
canal, Thecountry is flat and sandy, and 
seems well adapted to the growth of pine 
and white birch trees. I trust the drainage 
question will be competently handled in the 
administration of this greatcity. It is all- 
important, The water supply has a good 
reputation, and people who are fond of 
water may partake of it without peril of 


fever. 

I have apprehensions that such is the de- 
mand for more houses that the construction 
is not in all cases as solid as it should be. The 
cheap and rapid methods are, of course, not 
the most substantial, and I hear of thin par- 
titions and houses that shake. Still, the ma- 
terialis good, The habit in the new part of 
the city is to build with rough brick and plas- 
ter externally with a cement that soon be- 
comes almost as good as stone; quite as good 
as much of our sandstone,and that lends itself 
toa style of decoration that is, ip a sense, 
fictitious, for the superb facades are not real 
stone. Still, the stucco fronts are so like 
stone that itis not fair to say that they are 
of the gingerbread order of architecture. 
The new houses are not inflammable, and 
that isa blessing. The fire department is 
scoffed at by the young Americans, and that 
isa good sign. Our superb organizations for 
putting out fire are really advertisements of 
conditions of danger. 

The pavements of Berlin are admirable, 
and whether of blocks of hard stone or of 
wood, macadam or asphalt, their careful, 
honest construction makes them excellent, 
and there does not seemto be any difficulty 
in keeping them decently clean. The Ameri- 
can who has not been away from home long 
enough to forget just how things are in our 
streets, looks upom the broad, weil-kKept 
pavements of the noble thoroughfares of Ber- 
lin with something more than admiration— 
with surprise—and pride takes a tumble in 
asking the question, Why can we not do this 
sort of thing at home? We do not doit inany 
town on our continent. 

They seem to manage the telegraph wires 
in Berlin inavery sensible manner. Upon 
tall houses at appropriate intervals are 
erected frames of iron, and upon them are 
spun great numbers of wires that are far out 
the way and not unsightly. Thereis no tre- 
mendous array of les. The telephene has 
entered into the life of the people, and the 
signs of puolic offices for telephoning are 
numerous. Ihad noidea untilthe journey 
reveaied it that the telephone had s80 con- 
quered Kurope. I wonder what a sleet storm 
would do for the high wires? 

Iam not, however, a convert tothe Italian, 
Austrian or German bed. The Triple Alliance 
style of beds does not commend itself to me. 
I do not object vehemently to a single bed, 
if one had room to turn over, and bedcloth- 
ing that would permitachange of position. 
The last time I slept in a good bed up to this 
writing, deep in January, was in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., on the night of the 27th of November. 
The beds on the ship were narrow, 
of course, One expects to sleep on a shelf 
atsea,and I became reconciled to sewing 
up the biankets in a copious sheet. I remem- 
bered, on landing at Genoa, the magnificent 
beds of Liverpool, and lamented their ab- 
sence. The beds were narrow and so were 
the bedclothes. I am sorry for the old Ro- 
mans if they had beds narrow as are now in 
use in the Eternal City in the best hotels, 
The same is to be said of Florence, Venice, 
Vienna and Dresden. The culmination has 
come in Berlin. The beds are narrow and 
short, and there are no bedclothes. You do 
not call putting the blankets next to the 
mattress with a sheet over them, and a 
feather on that, bedclothes, 
do you? The German  ~obed is not 
a Gelusion, for it is a dreadful 
reality. Itis nota snare, for that deceives, 
and you are not deluded in your German bed. 
You know misery hasalien on you the mo- 
ment you discover the bed. I donot know 
but I should have perished but fora nice, 
broad, long, thick, warm blanket of my own, 
which has become my best friend. I under- 
stand now the rugs with which an Enelish- 
man sets out on a continental tour. What he 
means by the thundering loads he carries in 
shawl straps is that it is necessary to go 
armed with  bed-clothing. The Ger- 
man pillow is a limp, lank, 
fluffy bag of feathers. I suppose 
and hope those bags are filled with 
feathers. They never wear out, because they 
always give way tothe least pressure. The 
covering—the ‘‘kiverin’’ as it were—is 
another and bigger and limper bag, a regular 
fuzzy, guzzy of a bag, and the more huge it 
is, the more hideousit must be; andit hasa 
queer sort of intelligence. As soon as you 
fall asleep it crawls to the floor, a noiseless, 
htt aang, B hing. It dodges you like a shadow. 
What a blessed variation it would be to sleep 
on a bed of straw, or ona carpet before the 
fire, with a buffalo robe over you, or ina 
sheepskin bag! 

If the German bed meant,in its narrow- 
ness and fluffiness and inadequacy, economy, 
I would be willing tosay nothing about it, 
but it must be a national passion. I have 
been knocking around in some of the palaces 
and where there is more room than the roya 
folks know what to do with, still the narrow 
bed prevails. 1 was shown where several 
royal and imperial and historical personages, 
men and women, have slept, and they were 
subjected tothe narrow bed. In an investi- 
gation carried on at Potsdam 
saw but one double bed, and the 
guide said Napoleon slept there one night in 
1806. The beds upon which royalties have 
died have been of the narrow pattern. The 
Emperor William died in one of these beds, ac- 
cordingto engravings at the time, and he 
surely deserved all the comforts a faithful 
old man should have. Frederick the Great, 
however, died in a chair drawn upto an open 
window on a fine day, looking out upona 
beatiful park. There Is reason to fear 
the living Emperor of Germany is a 
believer in the narrow bed. His 
favorite apartments at Potsdam, 
very simply and handsomely furnished, 
contain no other beds, and I presume there 
is no hope of a reformation. Ihave just 
heard from a mutual friend that he recently 
bought some bedsteads in England. That 
implies broad-gauge biankets, quilts and 
sheets. But this is so revolutionary it is 
almost alarming. 

Our Kuropean cousins, of all nations, so far 
as lam acquainted with them, persistently 
subject themselves to a strange privation 
that is a perpetual surprise, in the matter o 
light in their houses. They may brighten the 
streets and shops with peculiar splendors, 
but it is the custom to dwell 
in comparative Garkness at home. 
Of course, this is not universal, 
but itis prevalent. Why, two candles are an 
illumination and an extravagance. I called 
upon American friends. It was just in that

The nal gree 
are cordial and universal. e wishing a 
merry Christmas and happy New Year is 
done notasa mere form, but with sive 
cordiality. The politeness that prevalis is 
Gelightful. In addition to eards, there are 
gifts in myriads, very often books and arti- 
cles of Jewelry. Our American ways of cele- 
bration are enlarged and enlivened, and ex- 
tended for over three days for one. Christmas 
came on Frida this winter, and 
beginning Thurs ay morning nothing 
was in order unt Monday, but the 
compliments of the season. The post-offices 
were worked to the utmost in conveying 
cards, letters and packages. The streets were 
thronged., Everywhere weré Christmas 
trees, clothed with a glitering, glossy lace 
that is indispensable and _ incombustible, 
freighted with other pretty things and illum- 
inated with candles.

There are so 
many days to observe, and they are observed 
so much, thatif Sun@ay were regarded asa 
period of positive withdrawal from worldli- 
ness, other festivals and totervais of repose 
would have to be abandoned. 

One of the touching things of the German 
holidays ts the gathering after they are over 
of the children in the military schools. They 
begin to train the little fellows for war at 
tender ages, and the first Monday ofthe new 
year there were throngs of rosy boys in uni- 
form, struggling with their small boxes of 
luggage, hastening to the schools. To those 
who have seen war, and know how It is in the

FORESTS AND WATERCOURSES 


Prot. Waterhouse on Northern Woodlands 
and the Mississippi River. 


Prof. Waterhouse of Washington Uni- 
versity, who has spent so much time and 
labor in advocating the improvement of the 
Mississippi River, has issued a little pam- 
phiet entitled ‘‘ The Lmportance of Our North- 
ern Woodlands to the Navigation of the Mis- 


sissippi.’’ He advocates the immediate en 
actment by Congress of laws that will effect- 
ively protect the woodlands which are still 
under national control, 

‘*As long as the present constitution of 
nature exists, the moisture ceaselessly car- 
ried into the air by the process of evapora- 
tion must return to the earth. Does the 
presence or absence of trees make any differ- 
ence in the quantity of rain that falisina 
given district? The range of comparative 
observation has been too limited for science 
at present to give a definite response 
to this inquiry. But it seems reason- 
able to believe that the chill of evaporation 
tends to condense the humidity of the at- 
mosphere and again to slake the thirst of the 
trees withthe water transpired from their 
leaves, or wind-borne from distant sources. 
It would be strange Indeed if nature, which 
makes such marvelously ingenious pro- 
visions to preserve the life of all the rest of 
its children, should neglect its vegetable off- 
spring. 

‘*The geographies studied in my childhood 
asserted that it never rained in Egy pt. Dur- 
ing the first day of my visit to that land,there 
were two showers. They fell in the neigh- 
borhoodad of the Suez Canal. But the quantity 
of water in that canal Was altogether too tn- 
signiticant to account for the result, Apart 
from the construction of this great water- 
way, there have been forages no physical 
changes except the recent growth 
of a large number of trees and the 
cultivation of limited tracts onthe banks of 
the canal. It would appear to be a legiti- 
mate inference that the showers were due to 
the trees and the tillage. It is a proverb 
among farmers that the clearing of wood- 
lands causes those eprings that are not fed 
from remote sources to dry i+ In New En- 
giand some of the streams that fifty years 
avo were large enough to drive mills have, 
since the removalof the neighboring woods, 
dwindled to mere brooklets. 

**The soll of the Northwest, in which the 
Mississippi has its sources, is largely a clayey 
loam, Whenit is unprotected by the shade 
of trees the heat of a summer sun bakes the 
surface intoa hard erust. Uniess the rains 
are protracted, and .they seldom are in the 
warm months, they fail to soften the crust 
and penetrate deeply into thesolil. If the 
surface is uneven.most of the water flows 

uickly into the streams and is borne away 
rom thatregion, Ifthe surface is level the 
intense heat causes rapid evaporation. In 
consequence of the rapid off-fow and evap- 
oration comparatively little water is stored 
in the soil of an unwooded district. 

A large part of the humidity of forest-clad 
grounds passes into the air by transpiration, 
but the woodlands, even after they have 
satisfied the intemperance of the trees, con- 
tain a greater quantity of moisture than that 
which shadeless and sun-dried Selds absorb; 
and this water, slowly percolating through 
the earth, feeds the springs and mainta 
the rivers, 

**In the densest forest, the pcrupy 
only a small portion of the ground, but diffu- 
sion is active among all the atomeé of the soil.

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CONTAINING THE MANUSCRIPT HISTORY 
OF LEWI18 AND CLARK’S EXPEDITION.

A tew miles out from 8t. Louls, on the line 
of the St. Louls & Suburban Rallway, is the 
pretty little station of Clark’s, so named 
owing tothe fact that the old Clark home- 
stead stands on the crest of a beautiful bill 
about 100 yards from the station. It has 
stood there forty years now, this old 
family seat, the home of Mr. Jeff 
C. Clark, who has seen a family 
of children grow up, marry and leave the old 
homestead since it first became the family 
seat. Mr. Olark is a venerable white-mus- 
tached gentleman with courtly manners of 
the old school, one of the few survivors of a 
class of old fashioned American soclety which 
unhappily appears to be fast passing away. 
He is a member of this class both 
by manner and 0ODirth. His father 
was the historically famous Gen. Willlam 
Clark of the Lewis and Clark expedition, the 
story of which is now one of the epics of 
American history, and his uncle, Gen. George 
Rogers Clark, a noless distinguished figure 
inthe annals of the early struggles of this 
country against British supremacy, 

With this personal family interest in such a 
fascinating period of the history of his own 
country, the present owner of the old home- 
stead at Clark’s Station is also fortunate in 
the possession of probabiy one of the most 
complete and interesting collections of origi- 
nal official ana private documents bear- 
ing upon that period, now held out- 
side of the historical museums of America. 
And in addition to these papers coming to 
him from his father and uncle, Mr. Clark has 
also a collection of interesting souvenirs of 
the same stirring times, which would delight 
the soul of a lover of American historical 
relics. 

Some little time ago Mr. Clark sold the 
homestead at Clark’s Station to a syndicate 
of St. Louls capitalists,investing in suburban 
property, and 1s now preparing to remove to 
this city. In the progress of his preparation 
to leave the home where he has lived for 
forty years past a complete overhauling of 
all the papers and effects bequeathed to 
him by his famous father and 
uncle was necessitated. This coliec- 
tion was kept by Mr. Clark in a room devoted 
tothat purpose, and known in ‘the Clark 
family for years past as ‘‘the den,’’ a place 
sacred to Mr. Clark and his relics. 

There are among the ‘‘Clark relics’’ some 
veritable gems in the way of unique souvenirs 
of*‘a hundred years ago,’’ and there are 
aiso documents bearing date of the earlier 
years of this century which could not be du- 
plicated, and which, from an historical point 
of view, are worth their weight in gold. 

It is not strange that this shouid be the 
fact when the further fact is taken into 
consideration that for many years Gen. 
William Clark, the great explorer and 
pioneer, was one of the biggest historical 
figures in the western country. Born in Vir- 
ginia, Gen. Clark was the first Governer of 
the Territory of Missouri. By reappoint- 
ment he held this important post 
under several Presidents. | had also 
served with great distinction in the regular 
army and was on terms of official intimacy 
with nearly allthe leading men of his time 
and on the warmest terms of personal friend- 
ship with many ofthem. His brother, Gen. 
George Rogers Clark, was even more dis- 
tinguished as a soldier, and as the present 
representative of the family fell heir to the 
letters, official papers and general estate of 
both, the value of the collection to which his 
‘*den’’ is dedicated at present can be easily 
understood. 

The picturesque element in the historical 
figure of Gen. William Clark arises, however 
from his having been one of the two central 
characters inthe Lewis and Clark expedi- 
tion, a daring exploration of thousands of 
miles of unknown country, inhabited by al- 
most unknown Indian tribes, which has ever 
since left the halo of heroism ~ around the 
brave men who ledand composed the little 
band which thus swept across a continent. 

It is this fact which renders a certain 
leather wallet now. owned by Mr. Clark the 
very ‘‘gem’’ of his collection. The wallet is 
ancient looking to a degree, time and 
weather-stained, discolored, with its old- 
fashioned strap of leather apparently ready 
to drop from around the quaint wrapper. 
Within this dilapidated envelope, however. is 
the ‘‘gem’’ aforesaid. It consists of the orig!i- 
nal journal of the Lewis and Clark expedition 
as written day by day by General, then Capt. 
William Clark, throughout that fascinating 
adventurous ‘‘journey intothe unknown,’ 
and from which, together with a similar 
journal kept by Capt. Meriwether Lewis, the 
subsequent history ofthe Government expe- 
dition was written. The journal of Capt. 
Clark shows in its time stained pages 
the flight of the four-score years 
and more that have passed since it was 
written. They are Drown with age, varying 
inshade as the leaves seem to have been 
more or less exposed to the wind, sun and 
water, but the ink still shows black and 
easily decipherable, and the firm, quaint 
handwriting is read without difficulty. The 
journal begins with the departure of the 
party from Missouri, then only a Territory, 
and is evidently a faithful daily record 
of the entire expedition, its remarkably close 
similarity to the ‘‘History of the expedition 
under command of Capts. Lewis and Clark 
to the sources of the Missouri, thence across 
the Rocky Mountains and down the River 
Columbia to the Pacific Ocean,’’ showing 
how fulland complete was the journal as the 


Dasis for such a work. The Official history 


—_ referred to was written by Paul Allen, 
ieq., and was published in Philadel- 
phia in 1814, by orderof the United States 
Government. Even this history is now out 
of print, a stray volume of the edition above 
referred to being considered a ‘‘bonanga’’ 
find by second-hané@ book dealers. The one 
edition in the possession of the Mercantile 
Library of this city isnot allowed to be taken 
from the library. In the published his. 
tory the author states iat the work 
was written from the journals kept by 
Dente. Lewisand Clark, and adds that but 
little revision or change was hecessary. The 
little leather-bound journal of the ‘Clark 
Collection’’ isso near crumbling away with 
age that it demands the most carefitil 
oe and it pe remains carefully 
wrapped and hidden away from possible in- 


ury. 

Next tothis journal Mr. Clark prizes most a 
certain very remarkable letter of credit is. 
sued to Capt. Meriwether Lewis by President 
Jeffetson, of which he bas the original. This 
remarkable document covers the world in its 
scope, and is unlimited asto amount, belhg 
probably the only unlimited letterof credit 
ever issued by a President of the United 
States. It reads as foilows: 

WASHINGTON, July 4, 1808. 

DEAR StR—In the journey which you are about to 
undertake for the discovery of the courses and source 
of the Missouri, and of the most convenient water 
communication from thence to the Pacitic Ocean, your 
party being simail, it is to be ex ted that you will 
encouater considerable dangers from the Indian oN 
habitants. Should you escape those dangers and reac 
the Pacifie Ucean, you may find it imprudent to 
hazard a return the same way and be forced to seek a 
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the colonial camp and field. The mess chest 
now owned by Mr. Jeff C. Clark, and which 
saw Revolutionary service, isa marvel alike 
of mingled simplicity, luxury and costliness. 
It is a handsome yaa chest, about two 
feet wide by hree in len 3 
bearing upon its lid a silver 
plate without any inscription, and 
with heavy metal handles at the sides to aid 
in lifting and moving. A quaint old-fash- 
ioned lock anda still more ancient-looking 
key complete the outside outfit of the *‘La- 
fayette camp chest.’’ Raising the lid, the 
real luxury of the chest in its completeness 
becomes apparent. Arranged in separate 
compartments there is a full table service in 
miniature, every article being either of silver 
or of fine china. The little plates, cups 
and saucers are of the daintiest china, and 
are so ingeniously packed in the chest as to 
re@uce the danger of breakage toa minimum. 
Small knives, forks and spoons, all of solid 
silver, are held in little ge oe against the 
sides of the chest. A pair of silver candle- 
sticks, which unscrew in sections, also have 
their place. A tiny silver coffee-pot is a part 


of the service. 


And even a silver coffee-grinder in three 
arts is found in the outfit, while two tiny 
iquor flasks betray the fact that the heroes 
of the Revolution at least occasionally took 
something stronger than coffee in theirs.

neutrality. His renunciation of old princi- 
ples reads as ifit had been dictated by the

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NEW YORK TO CHICAGO Im FIFTEEN 
HOURS,

New Yorx, March 16.—When Maj. Webb, 
the Third Vice-President of the New York 
Central MRallroad, Stepped from the 
train which had just beaten the 
world’s reccra for continuous fast running 
over.a distance of many miles, he was asked 
what the object of this exhibition was. Did 
he intend merely to Show that it was poss!- 
ble to ruha train: 466 miles at a sustained 
speed of nearly a mile a minute, or was there 
in fact merely &@ motive of pride, so that the 
company with which he was associated could 
proclaim that it had made the record, and 
had beaten such boasted lightning trains as 
the Flying Scotchman or the Flying Welsh- 
man, which had attained great fame for their 
achievements in Great Britain? Maj. Webb 
smilingly replied that while of course there 
was natural pride in the achievement which 
had just been finished, nevertheless the ob- 
ject was the usual one which impelled rail- 
way companies to run trains over their rails, 
andthat was to get Custom and to make 
money, 

**But if this is the purpose, why was it not 
undertaken before?’’ the Major was asked, 

**‘Because it is only recently that the 
World’s Fair has been located in Chicago,’’ 
was his reply. 

The demonstration which was made bya 
train last September of the possibility of cov- 
ering with perfect ease and comfort the dis- 
tance from New York to Buffalo in a few sec- 
onds less than a mile a minute also suggested 
the possibility of continuing sach a train 
through to Chicago. Buffalo is hearly half 
way. Pittsburg or Wheeling likewise are 
nearly half way on otherroads. If it is possi- 
ble to rub a train half way in seven and a half 
hours itis deemed possible to continue it so 
that the entire distance could be made in 
sixteen or seventeen hours. The dream of 
the rallway managers Will be reality if they 
are able to run a train each day from the 
seaboard to Chicago,so0 that a passenger hav- 
ing slept in New York or Philadelphia or Bal- 
timore or Washington one night would be 
able on the speenagebons night to retire to his 
bed in a Chigago hotel, 

A train leaving New York, for instance, at 
8 o’clock in the morning, maifitaining the 
speed of the record-breaker of last Septem- 
ber, would reach Chicago before midnight of 
the same day. Maj. Webbsays that such a 
dream is no chimera, and after certain con- 
ditions have been complied with it will be as 
easy to accomplish this featas it is now to 
run what are called the HNmited trains, which 
are regarded as the models of railway trafiic. 

Until within two years the best time made 
between New York and Boston, whichis just 
about as far to the northeast of New York as 
Wasbineton is to the southwest, was seven 
hours. When the cutin time for this service 
was made it was a wholesale one. Three 
trains daliy each way now make the distance 
in six hours and these Eastern railway man- 
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H.. Walter Webb. 


agers are confident that within another year 
or two this time will be reduced to five and 
perhaps ultimately to four. 

Of course on special occasions there have 
been made phenomenal records. Special 
trains have been run between Washington 
and New York and between New York and 
Boston in four hours. Mr. Mansfield, the 
actor, recently left Chicago with his com- 
pany one hour after miduight and dined on 
the evening of the same day in Philadelpbia. 
Mr. Mackay, the capitalist, was brought 
from San Francisco to New York in less than 
four days, and occasional trips have been 
made by newspaper trains in the summer 
season betwees New York and the lakes 
which have run at a continuous speed of over 
sixty miles an hour. 

That was the idea which Mr. Webb had in 
mind when be decided to make an experi- 
mental trip last September, which was to 
cover 436 miles in 486 minutes. The run was 
made after Geducting the time spent in cool- 
ing a hot box ata fate of 61.44 miles an hour, 
and the time between New York and Buffalo 
was permanently cut down by some three 
hours, for Mr, Webb determined at once to 
make thistrain the first of a regular dally 
passenger serviceto be maintained at that 
rate. That train has now been running neariy 
four months every day in the week except 
Sunday. It is as regular a part of the 
train service as is any other of the throuch 
trains of that company. It maintains an 
average speed of fifty-three miles ah hour, 
and it has been successful in more ways than 
one. It has shown that it is practicabie to 
rufi a daily train at this high rate of speed for 
more than 400 miles, beating the best English 
daily record, and it has also shown that such 
a service may be maintained at a profit, 
which is after all the chief consideration. 

This question of profitisthe one in which 
the railway managers have been most ett © 
interested. None of them has doubdt- 
ed the capacity of modern railway science 
to eguip a train, furnish it with a road- 

d and with suitable locomotives 50 
that ft could maintain continuously a speed 
of even more than sixty milesan hour. Just 
what the limit ofs is may be a question 
of some speculation. It is a purely scientific 
question. The best railway scientists agree 
that with perfect roadbed, standard heavy 
steel rails, gentie curves and trifiing grades 
combined withgtrong, but light cars,! would 
be easy to Make as much as 100 miles when- 
ever a locomotive is designed, which, while 
having compefatively lignt weight, has suf- 
ficient steam producing power to Peay oo 
guch results. ‘ihe only problem is the . 
struction of the locomotive. But even with 
the present form of locomotive as it has re- 
centiy been improved it has been demon- 
strated that a continuous speed of more than 
seventy miles an hour can be maintained. 
That, however, is hot bow the problem. Rall- 
way managers are agreed that those who de- 
mand fast transportation are entirely con- 
tent with a rate of spread between fifty-three 
and sixty miles an hour.

This demand for fast 
travel exists in the other great centers ex- 
actly as it does here, and now that itts dem- 
onstrated that trains running at nearly sixty 
miles an hour continuously are safe, com- 
fortable and Figg eer eens Lexpectto see such 
service ado before the opening of the 
World’s Fair by all the leading lines. The 
science Of railway engineering has reached a 
very high point. Nothing Is left to chance. 
The steel which composes the rails is chem- 
ically analyzed; the depth to which ballast 
should go as been accur- 
ately determined ; ingenious ma- 
chines are now constructed which when 
placed uyon a locomotive eg adapted 
to them will, as that locomotive runs over the 
rails, leave tracings which show to the eye at 
once imperfections, if any exist, in the road- 
bed, the ballast. the sieepers or the rails. 
We are approaching the English standard 
respecting grades and curves, a standard 
much more difficult to maintain here than in 
——— Weare making locomotives which, 
while not greatly increased in weight, are 
furnishing far greater steam power than 
those in use some years ago, and we have 
shown that it Is possible to ride continuously 
at a rate of sixty miles an hour 
with the most perfect comfort, and 
without any appreciation of this enor- 
mous speed.

Ifthe roadbeds are fitto maintain a high 
speed, ifthe cars have been thoroughiy in- 
spected, if the engines are in perfect order, 
the engineers and trainmen are competent 
and the other employes are faithful to 
their duty, there is no source of danger ex- 
isting ina train running sixty milesaa hour 
which does not exist in exactiy the same pro- 

rtion in one ns forty. There is, in 
act, no special source of danger arising from 
the speed of these fast trains, and some man- 
agers are inclined to believe that 
in some cases of danger it wouid 
be overcome by the very fact of greater 
speed. A train running at a high rate of 
speed would be likely to annihilate an ob- 
struction which would deraila train running 
at a less rate. And itis quite likeiy that 
swiftness of motion itself would tend to cause 
wheeis to cling toa track when asiower mo- 
tion might, underthe same circumstances, 
aid in throwing them off.’’

& DESCRIPTION OF THE MOST FAMOUS 
GAMBLING HELL IN THE WORLD.

Thousands:of men all over the world now 
think of the few beautiful hours when gold 
pieces and bank-notes seemed mere counters 
pd when everything was going their way. 

All of these will soon meet in the Jare de 
Lyon, the big Paris railroad station on the 
other side of the Seine. The tired-looking 
Russian woman will be there with her leather 
bag of money, and so will the French woman 
who has done the seaside, the mountains and 
‘the calm country,and is stilras tired of every- 
thing as when she pulled out of Paris after 
the Grand Prix last spring. The club train 
from London, hauled around in some 
mysterious manner from the Jare du Nord, 
via the belt railroad, will brings its 
usual load of every-day folk,of pigeon-shoot- 
ers, and of money-lenders and bookmakers 
fulfilling the ends of Providence by going to 
Jose what they have stolen. On the Jare de 
Lyon platform French railroad men more 
gorgeous asto gold lace than French gener- 
als, and much mofe excited than French 
admirals in a hurricane, will tear up and 
down in pursuit of 5-franc tips. At last, 
when every saint has been carefully in- 
woked, the train known to humorous French- 
men asthe train of luxury will start on its 
way. 

The task of him who writes this is to give 
to those unhappy beings whoare noton the 
train of luxury, and who never -have been, 
an idea of what the happy travelers will see 
@nd do. 

AT THE FOOT OF THE BIG ROCK. 

At about noon onthe day followingits de- 
parture from the Jare de Lyon the train of 
jJuxury pulls up at the foot of the big rock on 
which the gambling-house sits perched, 
Many passengers have been dropped by the 
way, at Nice, at Cannes and elsewhere. They 
will soon come along in ‘carriages orin way 
trains.

The neighbors approve o7 the gambling 
quite sincerely.

Carlo or not. 

AN INQUISITIVE TRIO, 

The three wise men who admit applicants 
to the shearing machine inside inquire their 
Mames, addresses, occupations, real and 
temporary residences, and if satisfactory 
issue cards admitting the holder to the rooms 
for that day. On succeeding days a new card 
is issued on simple presentation’ of the last 
card received. Signatures, such as the 
Prince of Wales, Lord Hartington and oth- 
ers, whoregularly patronize the place, can 
escape the bother of facing the triumvirate 
by announcing their desire todo so. Butas 
that involves calling official attention tothe 
fact thatthey wantto gamble, they ugually 

referto go in the sameas common gam- 

lers. 

The exit from the little office leads into a 
big lobby, a fine, large hall where those walk 
about who have lost all they have and won- 
der what they are to do next, and where the 
superstitious gamblers, about nine-tenths of 
the whole lot, may make up their minds as 
to the tavorable nature of the day. In an- 
other room men in uniform take wraps, etc., 
then the visitor walks through folding 
coors and is in the Monte Carlo gambling 
rooms. He sees alot of tables,a big crowd 
around them, and then a servant, gorgeously 
dressed, requests him with a polite sign to 
take off his hat. The whole thing lo00Ks 50 
business like, that the idea of taking off his 
hat does not occur to the green American any 
more than it would in a street-car. 

The arrangement of the interior of the Ca- 
sino is very simple. There is a room running 
parallel with the front of the Casino, which 
isthe first room, and which contains two 
tables for roulette playing. Beyond thatis 
another room which runs in the contrary di- 
rection, and holds six tables, and beyond 
that isathird and last room corresponding 
with the first. Thatis called the gold room, 
because ofthe high play that goes on atthe 
trente et quarante tables, where the smallest 
Det allowed isa twenty franc gold plece, and

lemons, olives and palmtrees, all about.

Old Blanc to-day is dead. He probably has 
an uncomfortable time meeting gentlemen 
who blew their brains out or poisoned then.- 
selves on his account, but his success ts un- 
doubted. His daughter’s millions Dought her 
gn noble husband, his son was able not long 
agotocometothis country ina fine steam 
yaeht, witha distinguished member of the 
Academie Francaise and an interesting nem- 
ber of the Palais Royal Theater troupe on 
‘board, and the Prince of Monaco is one of the 
richest rulers in Europe. 

Blanc’s plan for starting anew gambling 
place was simple and enticing. He offered 
‘the Princea tremendous sum in ready cash 
every year, agreed to pay the army and po- 
lice, to Nght the streets, help the poorand 
look after the churches. The offer was ac- 
cepted, the magnificent gambling palace was 
erected, with its theater, and the game 
started. 

As Blanc’s millions had been made every 
year, thieves and fools had ruined and Killed 
themselves at Monte Carlo. The voices of the 
good had been lioudly calling on France to 
shut up the infamous resort. 

Then those who had inherited the piace 
from old Blanc showed great intelligence. 
The whole thing was put into a stock com- 
pany and sold on the Paris bourse. 

The idea was to get large blocks of the stock 
into the bands of Frenchmen of power and to 
scatter the rest as muchas possible, so that 
Paris, whichis France, might not take Kindly 
any hints about ciosing the place. Whether

Nothing serious has threatened the exist- 
ence Of the place since the time three years 
* ago when the departure of the Pope from 
- Rome was imminent and when the question 
as to His Holiness purchasing Monte Carlo 
had reached the point of serious discussion in 
the Prince’s palace at Monaco. 

Had the Pope taken up his abode in Monaco 
‘Principality, an absolutely indispensable pre- 
liminary would have been the extinction of 
the gambling hell, by purchase or otherwise. 
The influence which the head of the church 
would have brought to bearon the Catholic 
‘holders of the stock is evident. Nothing came 
ofthe scare, however, and the place still 
goes merrily on. 


Atthe topof the steps one has a view of 
the Mediterranean and its shores, which is 
Very beautiful, but on which he wastes no 
time. ile hurries around tothe front of the 
big building, where the entrance to the gam- 
bling rooms is. From this front door a 
broad road, which is really a park, leads up 
‘towards the mountains.

«Inside the Casino everything is business- 
The man who wants to havea clear 
idea of Monte Carlo gambling must under.- 
stand tostart with that icis an absolutely 
business concern... Nota man in sight cares 
in the least whether you colin a million francs 
or lose every cent you’ve got. The American 
who has devoted careful thought and atten- 
,tion to the most graceful methods of getting 
out ofa poker game when ahead is often 
amazed at Monte Cariloto see eight croupiers 
look indifferently into the air when he says 
that his feet are cold and be must be going. 
The oui of the employes at Monte Carlo is 
to watch the.crowd, the bets and especially 
,to watch each other. <A thief who could 
. make an arrangement with a croupler to pay 
him whether be lost or won would havea 
very nice time.

BLIND PLAYING. 

All these tables are well patronized from 
nooa until midnight. At certain hours of the 
day crowds of men and women struggle vain- 
ly to get near enough tolose their bets and 
rely on the assistance of thecrouplers or of 
other players to put their money down for 
them. They are unable very often to see it 
and listen forthe cry of the croupier to let 
them know whether they have lost or won. 

The gambler’s superstition, which leads 
many players to seek out the table which has 
been having hard luck during the day, often 
causes one table to be surrounded by row up- 


on row of struggling gamblers, while other | 


tables are comparatively deserted. 

Only two games are played, roulette and 
trente et quarante—thirty and forty. Rou- 
lette is far the more popular game.  Itis 
much easier to understand than the other, 
and the betting there begins at five francs, 
which appeals tothe army of small betters. 
Trente et quarante is the game of the heavy 
gambler. At this table he is not apt to be 
bothered by the hysterical woman with her 
Silver pieces. At the roulette table the high 
est sumthat may be placed on one bet is 
6,000 francs ($1,200). At trente et quarante 
the limit is double the amount. The placing 
ofthe imitis not dueto any desire to keep 
visitors from gambling too heavily. The 
idea is to prevent men of means as greatas 
that which the institution controls from 
Gcoubling their bets indefinitely, thus making 
ultimate loss impossible. 

Outside of the gambliing-room proper, 
Monte Carlo offers many interesting things to 
study. The beautiful grounds, the great ter- 
race, the pigeon shooting, the fat porter at 
the Hotel de Paris who speaks so many lan- 
guages so badly, who acts as pawnbroker 
and who lost money by trusting, the Benzun, 
the plunger, the fine chickens and partridges 
stuffed with truffles, if you are lucky, or the 
excellent 5 franc table d’hote if you are hard 
up, are all interesting. ‘ 

Monte Cario does not hurt Americans much. 
Generally they can only lose what ready 
money they have with them, and sometimes 
itcures them of dealing with the absurd 
swindling games at home. 

Englishmen suffer more as Smith, the 
Monte Carlo banker, knowsthem and will 
cash their checks. Ifthe big gambling place 
could be wiped out it would bea good thing, 
of course, but while it lastsit is very inter- 
esting, and to what may be written about it 
there is no limit, ARTHUR BRISBANE,

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RUSSIA'S FAMINE, 


THE SIMPLE MOUJIKS WHOSE ONLY USE 
"18 TO PAY TAXES.

So much has already been said, in a sta- 
tistical and economic way, about the Russian 
famine, that a more than ordinary interest 
has been awakened in the 20,000,000 subjects 
of the Czar, over whom the shadow of this 
great calamity hangs like a funeral pall. 

Some time ago the writer had the good 
fortune to spend several months among the 
population of.the districts now smitten with 
famine, forthe express purpose of. studying 
them aiid théir mode of life. The population 
is made up of four distinct nationalities, and 
various types, of which the patient and long: 
suffering siav peasant, the orthodox Moujik, 
is by farthe more numerous and important 
element, 

The Moujiks-are the children ofthe Russian 
soli, the mainstay of church and State, those 
twin autocracies of secular and religious 
powerin holy Russia tnat, by working to- 
gether, undertake to control and exploit the 
population, body and soul. One represents 
God, the other the Tzar, his earthly repre- 
sentative, and, to the Moujik mind, entitled 
to much the same degree of reverential devo- 
tion. 

The Russtan Moujiks represent the extreme 
limit of human simpHcity and good nature, 
and although they have advanced slightly in 


Grain Ferry on the Volga. 
knowledge and understanding since their 
emancipation from serfdom thirty years ago, 
are, in ignorance and superstition, fully a 
certury behind the peasantry of Western 
Europe. 

Ordinarily, the district now smitten with 
famine resembles the rolling prairies of Illl- 
nois and in parts the forest tracts of Michigan 
or Northern Indiana; with rye, oats and 

tatoesas the ohief products of the soil, 
10Wwever, instead of maize. A novel feature 
American are the numerous 
of artificial forests of pine or 
, with the trees planted in straight 
rows. There are no separate farmsteads, 
the population livingin villages, which are 
smalland numerous. From an advantageous 
position, as on a ridge, as many as a dozen 
villages may lie within one’s range of vision. 
A village usually consists of two long rows of 
log houses straggling disjointedly along either 
side of a broad road. The nouses are un- 
painted log cabins, ordinarily thatched with 
straw, but occasionally with a roof of tin 
painted red, green or blue. 

Each of these villages isintheory, though 
not always in practice,a tiny republic or 
commune, in which each familly is allotteda 
share of the common land and assessed a 
share of the commontax. The broad agri- 
cultural realms of the Russian Empire, in- 
deed, consist of 500,0000rsoof these minia- 
ture Moujik republics, called mirs, to 
the inhabitants of which the Tzar 
is a demi-god as omniscient as 
Jove. The mir, not the individual Mou- 
jik, or family, is the administrative and 
financial unit with whichthe St. Petersburg 
authorities deal. The miristhe unitof as- 
sessment for imperial taxation, andif any of 
the members of the community are incapable 
of paying their share the burden has to be as- 
sumed by their neighbors, who arrange for 
compensation according tothe law and usage 
of the village. 

From the Tzar down the long sliding scale 
of Government officers to the Sarosta or vil- 
lage mayor, alltreat the Moujik as one quite 
incapable of managing hisownaftairs; asim- 
ple Simon, whose usefulness in life is meas- 
ured by his capacity for grubbing the solland 
yielding taxes. Always poor, always improv- 
ident, he is forever in debt to the village 
usurerand grog-shop Keeper, and is usually 
behind hand, and consequently in hot water 
about his taxes. Occasionally his stock, im- 
plementsand grain are selized for debt, in 
which case he is no longer able to farm his 
share of the mirland, and so becomes a ba- 
trak, or landless one,’’ The batrak state is 
the bete noir of the Russian peasant. Without 
iand to work out a living on he becomesa 
wanderer and outcast,and either joins the

vast army of ragamuffin Moujiks that are for- 
ever tramping the roads of Russia ‘‘on pil- 
grimage’’ or in search of work, or he ekes 
out a miserable and precarious existence by 
drudging for neighbors who are but little bet- 
ter off than himself. 

The ignorance and _ superstition of the 
Moujik would be comical were it not too pa- 
thetic for unserlous comment. Witchcraft 
and sorcery are tothem, yet, potent factors 
in their every day affairs. Their creed isa 
curious mixture of superstition and demo- 
nology. Itis, indeed, often difficult to define 
where paganism ends and Christianity be- 
gins in the belief of the average Moujik. 

In his house, the same corner that was, in 
old pagan times, occupied by the family 
idols, is now devoted tothe Icons or sacred 
pictures of the orthodox church. Now, as 
then, thisisthe ‘‘Beautiful Corner,’’ and 
food is reverently placed before the Icons, as 
it was before the idols by his pagan ances- 
tors, centuries ago. The patron saint 
of the Moujik is Nicholas, whom 
he supposes in his foggy way, to 
be the Third Person of the Trinity. 

The ‘‘Nicholai Icon,’’ a picture of the saint 
holding a church In one hand and a sword in 
the other, setinadeep, box-like receptacle, 
and gaudily adorned with brass, silver, tin- 
sel and wax flowers, is found in the ‘‘Beau- 
tifal Corner’’ of every peasant’s house in

On Sundays and holy days the village vodka 
shop is the rallying point of the male popula- 
tion, whilst the women gather about the 
doorsteps in little gossiping groups. Drunk- 
enness is the prevailing vice, and vodka 
drinkingis atthe root of most of the misery 
that comes upon him in ordmnary times. 
His rags may be inefficient to cover 
his back; his house may tum- 
bling to pleces; his family may be 
on the brink of starvation; but the typical, 
improvident vodka-loving Moujik hands over 
his last kopeck for vodka, then runs in debt 
for more. He pledges his growing crops, his 
only horse and cow, then pawns his future 
labor at a ruinous discount. He then becomes 
as much ofa serf in reality as before the 
emancipation, 
Though by nature an improvident child. 
the hopelessness of the outlook ahead of 
them, and, what must seem to the vast 
majority of them, the uselessness of attempt- 
ing to better their condition in Ife, is, no 
doubt, largely responsible fur the prevailing 
drunkenness, 

Next to the Moujiks the most numerous

element of the population to whom we are 
sending relief are Tartars. Several of the 
Volga provinces and parts of the Crimea are 
inhabited largely by Tartars. They are of 
the Mohammedan faith, and as you pass up 
or down the Volga, the Tartar quarters of 
Samara. Simbirsk, Kagan and other chief 
cities are distinguishable from the Russian 
quarters with the gilt domes of the magnifi- 
cent orthodox churches by the minarets of 
the mosques. 

In these provinces of mixed Christian and 
Moslem population, the spires of the ortho- 
dox churches are ornamented with devices 
lllustrating the victory of the Cross over the 
Crescent. Yet, although this sort of thing 
would seem to bea standing menace to the 
cultivation of friendly feeling between the 
two races, they, in reality, get along 
famously well together. In many villages 
one side of the street is Tartar, the other 
Russian, and the two races, alien in blood, 
religion and habits of life, rarely have cause 
for trouble, owing tothe great godd nature 
inherent in both, and submissive habits of 
thought andaction. 

The Tartars are by preference petty mer- 

chantsand artisans rather than farmers. 
They are prominently to the fore as waiters 
in hotels and restaurants and you meet them 
anvwhere on the Russian roads in the char- 
acter of peddlers of small wares. Ofall the 
races the writer encountered in Russia the 
Tartars made, perhaps, as favorable impres- 
Sionasany. They are soberand industrious, 
hospitable and unsuspicious in a land where 
the stranger is an object of suspicion to 
nearly allbutthem. It is to be hoped that 
the agents who have gone over with Ameri- 
can food ships to superintend Its distribution 
will see that these very worthy Tartars get 
their fair share of the supplies. 
Beside these, there are, in the more south. 
ern parts of the famine district, many colo- 
nies of Germans. They took with them to 
Russia the Teuton’s methodical and thriity 
habits of life, and, apart from governmental 
ersecution and race prejudice, are in far 
etter circumstances than their Moujik neigh- 
bors. If any part of the rural population 
have hidden stores of food to tide them over 
the famine, it would be these German colo- 
nists. The Russians seem to hate them, for 
no otner reason that the writer could fathom 
than their too obvious superlority as agricul- 
turists and their prosperity in comparison 
with themselves. 

The fourth great division are the Cossacks. 
These are as improvident as the Moujiks, but 
ordinarily much better off. They are natur- 
ally predatory, however,and capable of wan- 
dering to the uttermosftinits of the Empire 
to forage for the wherewithal to keep body 
and soul together. They, asall, are in sore 
need of assistance, but the most pitiable 
mendicant of them allis the Orthodox Mou- 
jik.

FUTURE SPEED OF STEAMERS. 


Elemeuts Which Enter Into the Question 
of Speed on the Ocean. 


From the Scottish Review. 

It must be remembered that increased 
speed is not simply _ question of 
more power relatively to displacement, 
but that each shape of vessel has a 
speed to which it is specially adapted, 
and that any attempt to drive it 
beyond that speed would lead to a great 
expenditure of power with little useful re- 
sult, as the energy would be chiefly expended 
in raising waves. It is found by experiment 
that for ordinary speeds the resistance of 
the water to the passage of the 
ship through it is proportional to the square 
of the speed, and asthe work to be done Is 
equal to the resistance multiplied by the 
velocity, it follows that the power needed 
to propel a ship varies as the cube of the 
speed. For higher speeds it varies as a 
nignex power than the cube, which can 
only be ascertained by experiments with 
actua) ships or with carefully prepared 
models. It can also be shown that the power 
required for propulsion varies approx- 
mately asthe cube root of the square of the 
displacement. 

These points must be carefully remem- 
bered in considering the possibilities of 
still “further increased speeds, and they 
show the hecessity for increasing the size 
along with the speed. If anything like the 
present speeds had been attempted with 
vessels Of the size which were common on 
the Atlantic thirty or forty years ago, the 
size of engines required, and the extra ex- 
penses involved, would have reduced the 
earning power of the ships very much, and

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EUROPE’S ADMIRALS 


THE BIG SHIPS AND BIG MEN WHO WILL 
TAKE PART IN THE NEXT WAR,

When the European war cioud dissolves in 
a rain of blood and the dogs of battle are 
loosed, the condition of the navy of each 
country involved in the conflict will most se- 
riously affectthe fighting chances of each 
combatant. Navalarmamentis a matterof 
vital moment to every nation in these days. 
Tardy as we ourselves were in giving the 
question due recognition, its practical im- 
portance was brought home to us only yes- 
terdayin the threatened difficulty with 
Chill. Then we were able to comfort our- 
selves with the reflection that we hadat 
least a few good ships and a few good men to 
commandthem. In European countries the 
necessity fora proper marine equipment is 
conceded as readily as that foran army. 

England, of course, leads easily, with 
France, Russia, Italy, Germany and Austria 
following her im the order given. 

England’s representative seaman who 
fought in the Crimean and Chinese wars are 
most of them dead or retired. Few Admirals 
now on the active list have seen much car- 
nage. Seymour, who bombarded Alexandria 


France’s naval officers are many and dis- 
tinguished. I might single out from among 
them for the honor of the first place Admiral 
Juriende La Graviere, were it not for hits ad- 
vanced age, which is necessarily removing 
him further day by day from the arena of ac- 
tive service. His record dates back to Cri- 
mean days. Much might also be said of Vice- 
Admirals Miot, Ribell, Zede, Vignes, Duperre 
or Lespe. But there is one figure which de- 
serves more attention than allthe rest. This 
is Admiral Gervais. And why? For the rea- 
son that while his past record is known to 
and praised by all Frenchmen, he remains at 
the present time specially prominent in 
naval circles. Admiral Gervais entered the 
service at the age of 15, in the year 1852, re- 
ceiving command ofa ship in 1879 and being 
re engent oy to Vice-Admiralin 1887. His con- 

uct was exceptionally distinguished during 
the siege of Paris in 1871. When Admli- 
ral Pothuau was French Ambassador at 
the Oourt of St. James, Gervais acted as 
naval attache to the Legation. From this 
eas he wentas Chief of Staff to Admiral 

‘rantz, formerly Minister of Marine. In both 
positions he wasa marked success. Gervais 
is a great worker, and capable of intense ap- 
plication. Npr is he in the least a martinet, 
in the sense in which that word is usually un- 
derstood, but is popular with @ll ranks. 
Under the exterior of a selt-possessed man of 
the world, he conceals a heart patriotic, 
grdent and sincere. Though over 50 years of 
age Admiral Gervais presents the appearance 
of being much younger. The brisk elasticity 
of youth has not in theleast deserted him. 
His manners are unassuming, The recent 
visits of the French fleet to the great seaports 
of Engiand and Russia took place under his 
command. He was selected for this im- 
portant commission because of the confidence 
with which the French Ministry regarded

He has always beena bon vivant and lover 
of pleasure, and asa brother of the Czar and 
incumbent of a great position in his profes- 
sion he has had good opportunities for indul- 
gence. lexis was brought up to a seafaring 
Career and is Russia’s sallor prince. His 
personal popularity is considerable. Like 
the Czar, he is of commanding stature and 
handsome exterior, and has the reputation 
of being generous and easy-mannered.

The German navy as a factor of importance 
in national defense dates from the termina- 
tion of the war of 1870. Prior to that period 
Prussia owned a few wooden ships of the 
ancient type and mainly relied for her mart- 
time protection upon torpedoes and other 
coast defenses. Upon the unification of the 
German States an imperial navy was formed, 
which has since been increased from time to 
time until the country now possesses several 
first-class line of battle ships; but Germany 
is still only in the fifth class among the Euro- 
pean naval powers. It follows, of course, 
that her officers are ofa standing contempo- 
raneous with the progress of the navy itself. 
Since 1870 no events have occurred to test the 
efficiency of elther the ships or their com. 
manders in any important degree whatever. 
The Emperor is nominal or honorary chief of 
the German navy. After him tn the execu- 
tive come De Goltz and Karcher, Vice. 
Admirals. Then there are Vice-Admiral 
Deinhard and Rear- Admirals Koster, Valois, 
Thomsen and Schroder. Prince Henry of 
Prussia is also an officeringhe navy. But the 
only officer of an note is Vice-Admiral 
Knorr, and he ts as famous as his limited op- 
portunities will permit. The policy of Bis- 
marck in seeking to extend German coloniza- 
tion furnished the navy and its commanders 
with all the active service elther has ever ex- 
perienced. Knorr was in charge of the East 
African squadron which indulged in an etf- 
fective buildozing of the Sultan of Zanzibar 
that directly resulted in the Anglo-German 
treaty ceding Helfgoland to Germany.

FOREIGNERS ARE CHOSEN BECAUSE 
THEY HAVE NO LOVE FOR THE PEOPLE.

LONDON, March 10.—Oonspiracies and at- 
tempts to assassinate the sovereign con- 
stitute a prominent feature of the histories of 
the nations of the old world. There is scarce- 
ly a single monarch on record whose life has

not been made the subject ofan attack, while a 
very large proportion of these ‘‘anointed of 
the Lord’’ have met with violent deaths. It 
is noteworthy that in almost every case 
the regicides have been men and women 
belonging to the same raceand nationagli- 
ty as the object of their murderous intentions 
Itis probably due to this pecullarity that 
emperors, kings and reigning princes have 
invariably intrusted the guardianship of 
their sacred persons to body guards and per- 
sonal attendants of foreign nationality, 
whose presence constitutes a standing proof 
of the smal] reliance placed by the rulers of 
the old world'upon the professions of devotion 
and loyalty of their subjects. The latter, of 
course regard the foreign mercenaries—for it 
is impossible to call them by any other name 
—with jealousy, ill will and suspicion, and 
the strangers are therefore debarred from 
confidentialor intimate relations with the 
people of their royal employer. 

Of course, itis in countries where the des- 
potism of the ruler is the most Oppressive 
and the population in consequence the most 
discontented, that foreigners are in the 
greatest demand at court. Thus Emperor 
Alexander has a special body guard of Ma- 
hommedan Tcherkers or Turkomen who are 
scarcely able to utter a single word of Rus- 
sian, and who regard the Muscovites as the 
traditional and hereditary foes of their 
race. Moreover, he is invariably accom- 
panied, shadowed and surrounded by a corps 
of Corsitan secret police under the Command 
of young Celertin Pietri, nephew ofthe well- 
known prefect of police of Napoleon Ill, 
whenthe second French empire was in its 
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A Yeoman of the Guard. 
glory. These men, who numbered about 
forty, are entirely recruited from the old Cor- 
gican secret police, of whom the ‘‘Man of 
Sedan’’ was so fond, and who on several 
memorable occasions saved him from either 
being assassinated or kidnapped.

known is that of the ‘‘*janissaries,’’ who 
must not, however, be confounded with the 
infamous corps of that name which was de- 
stroyed tothe last man by Sultan Mahmoud 
Ii. That, too, was originally composed of 
men of foreign nationality, mostly Greek and 
Bulgarian renegades whose children became 
60 thoroughly assimilated with their Tarkish 
surroundings and so susceptible to Turkish 
influences, that when called upon 
to take their fathers’ places in 
the ranks of the body guard, they altogether 
converted it into a native instead of a foreign 
regiment. The result was that the latter al- 
lowed Itself to become involved in all kinds 
of national conspiracies against the person of 
the sovereign, who, atlehngth, put an end to 
its treasons by causing the members thereof 
as well as their famiiles, tobe massacred to 
the number of 30,000 souls in one day. 

The Pope isthe only European sovéreign 
who continues torecruit his bodyguard in 
Switzerland, and everybody who has visited 
the Vatican wil recall to mind the picturesque 
and multi-colored uniforms of the Swiss 
guards of His Holiness, which were designed 
by no less an artist than Michael Angelo 
himself. It was but the other day 
that they celebrated the sixth 
centenary of the foundation of the corps. 
Up to a few decades ago there were 
guite a large number of other European 
potentates who followed the pontiff’s ex- 
ample and kept in their pay Swiss body- 
guaras. Amongthe iast who retained them 
was the King of Naples, who lost his throne 
in 1862, and it was solely due to the fidelity 
and bravery of his Switzers that his consort, 

Jueen Sophie, was enabled to make so heroic 

efense of the stronghold of Gasta against 
the Garibaldian army, 

Every student of French history will recall 
to mind the gallant stand made by the Swiss 
guards of Lonis XVI. in the courtyard of the 
Tuileries, and the destruction of the entire 
corps before the mob was able to obtain ac- 
cess to the ee palace. Louis XVIII. and 

harles X. of France each had his Swiss 
body-gyard and although Napoleon III. 
—— s chief reliance in Corsicans, yet he 
iad avery largé number of William Tell’s 
countrymen occupying confidential positions 
in the imperial household. 

Bernadotie, the French born King of 
Sweden, not only had a regiment of Switzers 
to guard his paiaces, but, moreover, intrust- 
ed many of the most Important positions at 
his court to Bernese and Argovian patriciahs, 
preferring to rely on their devotion rather 
than on the more than questionable loyalty 
of his Scandinavian subjects. 

Moors were formerly aimost as much in de- 
mand at roreign courts as Swiss. There was 
no more picturesque feature at the Spanish

court under the reign of Queen Isabella, than 
her Moorish bodyguard, which served to re- 
mind her subjects of the Moorish rule of 
the Iberian Peninsula, and those Mahom- 
medan kings of Granada to whom Spain is 
indebted for the superb ruin known as the 
Alhambra. Thefirst Nupoleon hada special 
oriental guard ofabouta dozen Mamelukes, 
one of which, Mahmoud by name, and armed 
to the teeth,invariably lay across the thresh- 
old of the room in which the Emperor slept. 
Untill fifty years ago there was scarcely a sin- 
gle German court, no matter how petty and 
insignificant, which did not have its retinue 
of Hey ducks, or Moslem body guards of the 
reigning prince. Of course !t is impossible to 
belleve that Queen Victoria had any such 
sanguinary object in view when she replaced 
by eters arrayed Moslems from India 
the Highland gillies, who, with John Brown 
at their head, had formed for so many years 
the personal guards and attendants of her 
Britannic majesty. 

Queen Victoria’s corps of ‘‘gentlemen-at- 
arms,’’ every private of which is a gray- 
headed colonel, and which ts invariably com- 
manded by some great nobleman, and her 
madigvally attired *‘yeomen of the guard,’’ 
a regiment in which every man has held the 
rank of non-commissioned officer in the 
army, being all of English birth and there- 
fore of the same hationality as the sovereign 
whose bars they guard, are on that account 
not entitled to any mention here,

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LIGHTS AND LAMPS, 


HOW THE INCANDESCENT LAMP WAS 
DEVELOPED—ELECTRICAL WELDING,

A Diazing pine knot or the glowing embers 
of a hearth have in their time enabled a good 
many men to read thejr newspapers and 
books. Primitive though such illumination 
may be, it has something in common with the 
latestand best light—the electric. Remove 
an ember from the grate sothat the draught 
wilh no longer play upon it and Instantly it 
begins to lose brightness, although its 
temperature falls in nothing likethe same 
degree. A luminous ray, from whatever 
souree, can only be had from a_ highly 
heated surface; and its intensity Increases 
much faster than the rise in tem- 
perature which creates it. This truth was 
borne out in the early experiments with elec- 
tricity asa light-bringer. In seeking a sub- 
stance which the current might raise to white 
heat, inventors tried iron and p!atinum, but 
before either could be brought to a satisfac- 
tory radiance, the intensity of electric heat 
had meited it. Carbon, meantime, was giv- 
ing a brilliant light in the arc lamp, and the 
question rose if there was any means of 
adapting it to incandescent illumination. The 
quest for a suitable carbon filament occupied 
years and required enormous outlay. Every 
characteristic North American fibre was 
tested in vain. Explorers were dispatched 
to Brazil, to lands remoter still, to gather 
other fibres in forest and jungle;at the end 
of many thousand experiments finely divided 
strips of bamboo were found to give the best 
results. Further succéss was reached when 
art as wellas nature was laid under contri. 
bution. Paper and thread were charred with 
scrupulous care, and carbon of the finest 
grain reduced to powder was moulded under 
pressure into delicate threads, yielding light 
of brilliant quality. COollodion, too, In nar- 
row shreds was used with success. 

Precisely how the filaments of the Amert- 
can incandescent lamps of to-dayare made 
is a trade secret. The manufacturers prefer 
totrustthe honorof theiremployes rather 
than to depend on the protection of the Pat- 
ent Office. 

LAMP MAKING. 

Certain interesting steps of the process, 
however, are matters of public information. 
The first carbon filaments made seldom 
lasted more thanfifty hours, rendering the 
costof lamp renewal as much as the cost 
of current. In endeavoring to prolong 
the life of a lamp it was noticed that 
the filament was brighter at some points 
than others, indicating a variation of 
size. Could this be remedied? Could 
the filament be made of uniform diameter. 
Fortunately, yes. Several years before, M. 
Duprez, a French chemist, had recorded one 
of those observations so common in science, 
which, barren at the tinte they occur, after- 
ward spring into fruitfulness through dis- 
closing relationship to a puzzling problem, 
He noticed that carbon heated in an atmo- 
sphere of hydro-carbon received a deposit of 
an extremely dense form of the carbon 
upon its surface. Here lay the key 
to mereasing the durability of the 
lamp filament. Immersing it while lumin- 
ous in a heavy hydro-carbon gas or 
liquid, it took on a solid coating, and where 
the filament was hottest and therefore 
thinnest the deposit becamie thickest. In 
this ingehious fashion the thread was made 
to repair its own defects, with marked im- 
provements in lasting quality. To a further 
experimental refinement the ithcandescent 
lamp-.owes another point of its present excel- 
lence. For a lamp*s success it is essential that 
the air be exhausted from its bulbD as thor- 
oughly as possible. Notwithstanding the use 
of the best pump, Mr. Swan,’ one of the 

ioneers of electric lighting, detected that 
ils flaments were attacked by oxygen, It 
occurred to him that perhapsa_ little of this 
gas might have been left in the 
substance of the carbon itself, for he well 
knew how strong was the affinity between 
gases and porotss forms of cardon. Thought 
he, it may be that if the filament were kept 
agiow during the pumping operation the 
oxygen could be dislodged. Experiment 
proved the soundness of his surmise, and an- 
other advance in lamp making was scored, 
In leading the wires bearing a cufrent into a 
lamp inventors encountered a gvod deal of 
difficulty. This was overcome on discovery 
that platinum, when heated, has much the 
same rate of expansibility as glass. 

CONTINUOUSAND ALTERNATING CURRENTS. 

In producing current for lighting the choice 
lies between two plans, that of a continuous 
current, usually of comparatively low 
voltage, or pressure, and that of an alternat- 
ing One, usually, but not wy ee El of high 
voltage. The alternating current, . which 
may have its polarity reversed 100to 1,000 
times a second, has the advantage of 
lendin itself to economical trans- 
formation, that is ‘to the production of 
changes in its pressure. It can be regulated 
also with less loss of energy than a continu- 
ous electrical étream. The continuous cur- 
rent when furnished, as it usually is, at 250 
volts, is well within the safety limit, and on 
the three- wire system supplies incandescent 
lamps at 125 volts, avoiding the toll exacted 
by even the best transformer. This is the cur- 
rent suitabie for compact city circuits; witha 
scattered circle of custom, suohasthat of a 
suburban district, the altergating system is 
preferred. 

LAMPS OF NEW SIMPLICITY. 

An are light being five times as brilliant as 
an incandescent lamp, in proportion to the 
current supplied, there is a widespread Ge- 
mand for an arc lamp of moderate size suita- 
bie for interior illumination. Hence a variety 
of deslens adapted to low-voltage incandes- 
cent circuits. In this branch of invention 
German electricians bave brought out a bet- 
ter device than any originated on this side 
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primitive pine knot. In fact, the pine knot 
that sends its gases up a chimney ts, in that 
respect at least, decidedly superior, 

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT IN UNIVERSAL USE. 

The electric light, perfett as it is, would 
Know ho rival were its cost brought within 
an easily feasible limit. Increase in its popu- 
larity and reduction in its price have, it is 
true, gone hand in hand from the day of its 
introduction. Yet the consumption of the 
electric light Is but a small fraction of what 
itcan be made to be, In New York city, for 
example, the leading electric light company 
gained 70 per cent last year in its 
aggregate of customers, hey at 
the end of the twelve months their 
number was only 2,875. A fair estimate 
of the grand total of electric consumers in 
the metropolis, including patrons of other 
companies and users of isolated plants, would 
be 5,000. What is this number compared to 
the city’s population? What would 6,000 
consumers of water have to pay were the 
mains of Croton iaid solely for their benefit? 
So the query suggets itself: What re- 
duction in price would be practicable were 
electric light, like water, provided in every 
house in New York? The question is perti- 
nent at this time, when electricians are 
agreed that the first experimental stage of 
thelr art has closed, leaving the essentiais in 
production and distribution at the point of 
practical perfection. During the years of the 
immediate future progress lies in bringing 
to every man’s door the Proteus, which is 
light, motive power, heat, or chemical en- 
ergy, as its master wilis. 

WHAT MIGHT BE DONE FOR NEW YORK. 

Letus briefly consider how this may be 
done, as estimated by Mr. John Van Vieck, 
ohe ofthe foremost electrical engineers of 
New York, His computations chiefly turn on 
the immense economy which attends doing 
work on a iarge instead of a small scale. 
In arriving at the conciusion that 
the cost of current could be 
reduced to one-fourth or one-fifth its present 
figure, he takes account of what may be 
saved In production ,transmission and varied 
service. He would ‘begin by securing fora 
generating station a suburban tract, say in 
the meadows of New Jersey, just beyond the 
Hudson. Instead of occupying yoy | land of 
enormous value, the site would cali for but 
moderate outlay. From a railroad siding 
culm and other cheap fuels could be delivered 
atthe furnace doors. Steam engines of the 
marine type, multiple expansion, operated 
ata pressure of 250 to 300 pounds tothe square 
inch, could be employed—engines such as 
those recently erected in the new met- 
ropolitan station of § the Edison Co. 
in Elm _ street. With such a “plant, 
working in units of not less than 2,000 
or 3,000 horse power, the consumption of 
coal would be half the quantity usual in cen- 
tral stations. In generating the current, 
three-phase dynamos, such as those erected 
at Lauffen, in Germany, last summer, could 
beemployed. Takinga leaf out of the expe- 
rience gained in transmitting electricity 
from Lauffer to Frankfort, the transformer 
at the producing station should lift to a 
pressure of 10,000 volts, 

For the safe and economical transmission 
of sucha current toand through New York, 
the Ferranti conductor is proposed. This con-

ductor consists of a thick, hollow tube of cop 
per, around whichis wrapped 400 to 500 thick- 
nesses of paper impregnated with ozokerite, 
one of the best insulators known. Encir- 
cling the paper is an annular tube of cop- 
per whieh serves as the return conduc- 
tor, ant which may, if desired, be 
safely connected with the ground. 
This second tube, 
paper and a stout iroa pipe, is laidin a sub- 
way or under water. The security attending 
the Ferranti conductor has been abundantly 
demonstrated. When, for example, it has 
been pierced or divided by an ax, the cuar- 
rent has sed from the core to its metallic 
covering without doing the slightest damage. 
Its efficiency is hot less remarkable than Its 
safety. Wereastrétch of it laid from New 
York to Buffalo, it would offer no more re- 
sistance thah a mile of the subway conduc- 
tor now doing duty in Broadway. With 
feasible imprévements, which would add but 
one-fifth to its cost, the Ferranti main couid 
carry a current of 80,000 volts as effectively as 
it now conveys one of 10,000. 

Even if the present low pressures of 250 to 
1,000 volts were toremain unchanged there 
would be decided gain in substituting whole- 
salu for retailmethods of distribution. To 
lay wires of tenfold capacity would call for 
but five times theexisting investment. An 
advantage much greaterthan this is to be 
reaped by increase of electrical pressure. 
With no change of dimensions a conductor 
willtransmit ten times, as much current at 
10,000 volts as at 1,000. The economy here has 
often and justly been compared to the bene- 
fit which attends theuseof high pressure 
steam in engines, 

In bringing the current across the river 
from the generating station to New York the 
conductor would, in all grees | act more 
effectively if laid as a cable under the Hudson 
than if it took its througha bridge or 
tunnel, It has been o ed that mains be- 
have better under water thaninthe ground, 
perhaps from being exposed to much nar- 
rower fluctuations of temperature. Having 
reached the shores of Manhattan the current 
could be taken to convenient centers for 
transformation to low a perfectly safe 
voltages. It would thence be delivered for 
pe gdh oy Fe lamps, motors nenners and “A 
ne * i wee 
likely to Sepaad it. Tn the rebuilt head- 
quarters of the Western , on Broadway 
a compact engine and dynamo are now 
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ready marked out in the practice of their 
brethren across the sea, and to some ext 
aiready begun here and there in the Unit 
States. In England and Germany the steam 
pressures at central stations are com 
much higherthan the American stands 3 
dynamos are of better desigh than those ! 
this country; the voltages employed in trans- 
Mission are generaliy higher, as between 
Deptford and London, for, instance; ahd In 
every detail of distribution a Close perry + 
has been studied with results very desifa 
here. As a consequence, in several cities the 
current has been brought to so low a price 
that Isolated plants for li ting a 
theaters and the like have been bahdoned, 
and the central station has become the ex- 
clusive purveyor in Its district. 

ELECTRIC SMELTING. 

But for one limitation elctricity wotld be 
adopted not only for lighting and at motive 
power, but for heating. Generated as it use- 
ally is by a Steam engine, ithas to pay the 
weight exaction demanded by the engine in 
converting heat into work—a levy néver less 
than 85 per cent, and generally exceeding 90. 
Scanning the horizonas keén ashe may, 
the electrician finds it bare of promisé for the 
supersedure of the steam engine. While this 
continues to his fortune, the separate fires 
for heating dnd cooking we know so well will 
remain to demiand care and drudgery. Al- 
though electricity cannot be economically @p- 
plied to ordinary warming and cooking,it yet 
can perform special tasks of heating ia 
much the Cheapest and most effettive way. 
In the Cowels furnacea smelter can take a 
pair of electrodes, or current carriefs, into ® 
mass of refactory metal, orofe, and gain fe-

sults hardly possibie in a fuel furnace. Heat 
of any desired Intensity is liberated at the ex- 
act point where there is work for it to do, 
not outside a retort, but within it, exerting 
its full effect at the very Core ofthe materials 
to be treated. To this process ts dune the 
marvelous cheapening of aluminum within 
the past few years, as well as the supply at 
moderate prices of aluminum and other 
alloys of the utmost Value in the arts.
